CROWN  PRINCeS  FORCES 

MAKING  VAIN  ENDEAVORS 


Several  Attacks  on  Aisne  Front  and  Near  Verdun 
Are  Repulsed  by  French — Berlin  Sends  Out 
Report  Intended  for  Comfort  of 
t        :^  German  People 


LONDON,  Oct.  5. — The  British  com- 
munication issued  tonlsht  nays  that 
comtMirativa  quiet  prevailed  on  Friday 
on  the  Yprea  sector.  Prisoners  to  the 
nutnber  of  4,441,  among  them  114  offi- 
cers, have  been  talten  by  the  British. 
"THe  clminfuhtcatron  aayr: 

"No  Important  Infantry  fiffhting  oc- 
.curred  on  the  battlefront  today.  Oar 
troops  have  consolidated  their  poaltlons. 
There  Is  nothing  to  report  from  the  re- 
mainder of  the  front. 

"The  number  of  prlaoners  taken 
■inee  yesterday  morning  amounts  to 
4,441.  including   114  officers." 

Thq  following  official  statement  waa 
given  out  earlier  today: 

"Our  new  positions  cast  of  Ypres 
were  heavily  shelled  by  the  enemy  dur- 
ing the  night,  but  no  further  counter- 
attacks were  made.  Our  troops  have 
been  engaged  organising  the  captured 
posltionsr 

"A  hostile  raiding  party  endeavored 
to  enter  our  trenches  last  night  north 
of  Gouseacourt,  but  were  driven  off 
With  losses." 

ChrowB  Vviaoe'i  Sfforts 

PARIB;  Oct.  6. — The  following  official 
communloatlon  was  Issued  thla  evening: 

"On  the  Aisne.  to  the  southeast  ot 
Chreveux  and  to  the  east  of  Cerny,  we 
repulaed  two  surprise  attacks.  In 
Champagne  to  the  west  of  Navarln  farm 
and  in  the  region  of  the  Monts,'  there 
was  reciprocal  artillery  activity.  On  the 
right  of  the  Meuao  our  artillery  caught 
under  its  hre  and  scattered  In  the  re- 
gion of  the  Bois  dea  Caurleres  enemy 
assemblages. 

"Army  of  the  East.  Ocl.  4. — Calm"pre- 
valled  along  the  front,  except  in  the 
Cerna  bend  and  north  of  Monastir, 
wriere  the  cannonade  has  been  rather 
spirited." 

French  troops  during  last  night  re- 
pulsed German  surprise  attacks  In 
Champagne  and  In  Uppef  Alsace,  the  of- 
ficial sUtement  from  the  War  Office 
early  today  saya.  There  was  violent 
artillery  activity  along  the  right  bank 
of  the  Meuse  River. In  the  Verdun  re- 
'glon.     The  statement  reads:  ^ 

"The  enemy  attempted  without  suc- 
cess sereral  surprise  attacks  during  the 
night,  •specially  In  Champagne,  east  ot 
the  Butte  dc  Souain  and  In  Upper  Al- 
•ace,  near  Machelbach. 

"There  was  violent  artillery  activity 
on  the  right  hank  of  the  Meuse  River, 
tn  the  region  of  Besonvaux  and  Hill 
344." 


Oermaa  Boastlag 

BERLIN.  Oct.  6.— The  official  report 
today    follows: 

"Western  front:  Front  of  Crown 
Prince    Rupprecht   of    Bavaria: 

"XjenterdAy    waa    a    day    of    battle    of 

unknown  Intensity  for  the  leaders  of 
the  troops  of  the  fourth  army.  It  haa 
been  wlthstoo'l.  From  early  morning 
until  the  night  the  struggle  was  con- 
tinued by  repeated  Bnglish  attacks,  let 
loose  again  and  again  from  the  region 
north  of  Langemarck  to  the  south  of 
the  Menln-YproB  Ruad — ^fifteen  kilo- 
metres. On  the  terrain  on  which  this 
bitter  fluctuating  flghting  of  Infantry 
took  place,  massed  artillery,  both  men 
and  guns,  worked  .uninterruptedly  at 
their    maximum    efforts. 

"The  hottest  points  of  the  battle 
wore  at  Poelcapelle,  the  li^olated  farms 
three  kilometres  west  of  Passchen- 
daele.  th^  roads  crossing  east  and 
southeast  of'  Zonnebeke,  portions  of  the 
woods  west  of  Becelaere  and  the  vil- 
lage of  Oheluvelt. 

"Over  this  line  the  enemy  waa  able 
temporarily  to  push  forward,  but  un- 
der the  pressure  of  our  counter- 
attacks he  could  not  hold  his  ground, 
although  until  late  evening  fresh  forces 
were  continually  brought  Into  the  fray. 
The  E>igllsh  gain  was '  restricted  to  a 
strip  of  land  from  one  to  one  and  one- 
half  kilometres  In  depth  running  fro{n 
Poelcapelle  by  the  way  of  the  eastern 
spur  of  Zonnebeke,  and  thence  along 
the  road  learling  to  Becelaere.  This 
last  named  village  aUo  was  Hotlr  con- 
tested. The  village  of  Oheluvelt  re- 
mains completely   in  our  possession. 

"The  sanguinary  losses  of  tbo  Fng- 
lish  divisions — at  least  eleven  were 
engaged  In  the  battle-front  In  the 
early  attack  alone — are  reported  as 
very  high.  The  effective  co-operation 
of  all  our  arms  aleb  caused  this  pow- 
erful thrust  of  the  English,  to  break 
down  before   reaching  Its  objective. 

"Front  of  the  German  Crown  Prince: 
On  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Meuse  the 
French  during  the  evening  made  a 
fresh  strong  attack,  the  twelfth  within 
three  days,  on  the  northern  slope  of 
Hill  344,  east  of  Samogneuz.  The  at- 
tack almoHt  everywhere  was  repulsed. 
At  some  points  counter-attacks  were 
necessary,  and  these  resulted  In  numer- 
I  ous  ,prlsbners    falling    Into    our    hands."

WESTERN  PREMIERS 

ASK  POSTPONEMENT 


Said  to  Be  Demanding  Equal 
Representation  in  Cabinet — 
General  Mewburn  May  Be- 
come IVIinister. 


NEW  YORK,  Oct.  B. — Theodore  Roose- 
velt, speaking  here  tonight  at*a  "Na- 
tional Service"  mass  meeting  under  the 
auspices  of  the  mayor's  committee  on 
national  defense,  declared  that  the  only 
peace  which  will  make  the  world  safe 
for  democracy  must  be  based  upon  the 
complete  overthrow  of  Germany  and  the 
dissolution  of  Austria  and  Turkey.  In- 
cluded In  the  programme  outlined  were 
a  free  Arabia  and  Armenia,  Poland  and 
Lithuania,  with  an  Independent  Czech 
commonwealth    and   a    Jugo-Slav    Htate. 

"Continually  we  hear  rumors  of 
peace,"  he  said.  "I  think  the  circula- 
tion of  such  rumors  is  Injurious  to  Am- 
erica and  to  the  cause  of  decency  and 
democracy. 

"We  should  make  it  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  conduct  of  Germany  has 
been  such  that  we  regard  as  enemies  of 
mankind  all  people  who  would  strive  to 
brlns  about  a  peace  based  tipon  treat- 
ing Qernoany.  Austria  and  TMjrk^,jpJ  vqhM  practically  eHmlaate  Coaserva- 
the    one    hand,  ,and    the    Allies  '  dn    the      tlve  representation  in  the  Cabinet  fronj 


other,  as  Standing  on  a  footing  ot  equal 
Ity.  The  only  peace  that  can  make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy  Is  a  peace 
based  upon  the  complete  overthrow  of 
Germany  and  the  disaolutlon  of  Austria 
and  Turkey. 

"Unless  we  have  used  the  phrase  In 
a  hypocritical  and  Insincere  manner, 
this  Is  the  way  to  make  the  world  safe 
for  democracy,  and  the  only  way;  and 
this  means  that  the  only  peace  we  can 
accept  Is  the  peace  of  overwhelming  vic- 
tory. Turkey's  conduct  towards  the  Ar- 
menian and  43yrlan  Christians  has  been 
such  as  to  make  It  evident  that  the 
Turk  must  not  only  be  driven  out  of 
Europe  but  the  empire  destroyed.  Give 
Arabia  freedom.  Give  Armenl^  free- 
dom. Establish  a  free  city  at  Constan- 
tinople and  keep  the  straits  absolutely 
open  for  the  RijBsianB  and  everyone  else. 


OISCLOSE  PLANS 
OE  BERNSrOltFF 


Cable  Exchanges  Between  For- 
mer Ambassador  and  Ger- 
man Foreign  Office  Relate  to 
Propaganda  in  France. 


WASHINOTON,  Oct.  6.— More  of 
Count  von  Bemstorft's  confldential 
cable  exchanges  with  the  Berlin  For- 
eign Office  were  made  public^  by  the 
State  Department  today,  furnishing  doc- 
umentary liroof  of  the  extraordinary  ac- 
tivities of  Bolo  Pasha,  now  a  prisoner 
In  Flrnnce,  and  throwing  further  light 
upon  tho  machinations  of  the  German 
diplomatic  service. 

The  messages,  signed  by  von  Bern- 
storff  and  by  von  Jagow,  then  Foreign 
Minister,  show  that  11,700,000  which  the 
ambassador  obtained  to  place  to  the 
credit  of  Hugo  Schmidt,  then  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Dcutschbank  at  New 
York,  was  sought  as  a  loan  to  a  "lead- 
ing political  personality"  In  France  and 
was  counted  upon  to  bring  peace.  They 
ware  exchanged  in  February,  19IC,  when 
the  French  Socialists  a-ere  threatening 
to  overthrow  the  Government,  and  there 
was  talk  of  France  being  tired  of  war 
and  dissatisfied  with  the  part  played  by 
her  Allies. 

The  wily  Bemstorfr  cautioned  against 
expressions  In  the  German  press  con- 
cerning Internal  French  changes,  sug- 
gesting that  German  approval  might 
upsst  all  the  plans.  He  also  was  care- 
ful not  to  put  down  the  name  of  the  pol- 
Itioal  personality,  sajrtng  a  verbal  re- 
port would  be  made  as  soon  as  a  trust- 
worthy messenger  could  l>e  sent.

Germans  Make  Strenuous  Efforts  to  Win   Back 

Ground  Towards  Southern  End  of  Contested 

Ridge — Enemy's  Losses  Are  Known 

to  Be  Immense 


BRITISH  FRONT  I.\  FRANCE  AND 
BELGIUM,  Oct.  6.— By  the  Associated 
Press) — The  southern  extremity  of  the 
new  battle  front— the  section  extending 
from  the  Ypres-Menln  highway  north- 
ward by  Polderhoek,  Cameron  covert 
and  Reutel — today  continued  to  be  the 
position  to  which  the  Germans  were 
devoting  most  attention.  This  sector 
haa  been  under  an  extremely  heavy  ar- 
tillery fire  since  the  British  push  start* 
ed  yesterday,  and  It  seemed  cerUin  that 
the  Germans  would  not  let  the  last  word 
rest  with  the  series  of  counter-attacka 
they  delivered  or  attempted  to  deliver, 
against  this  front  yesterday  afternoon 
and  evening.  Today  the  British  were 
holding  strongly  to  all  the  positions  se- 
cured yesterda>-  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  advanced  posts  In  a  very  small 
area  of  the  Reutel  region,  where  they 
drew  back  slightly  after  a  third  Ger- 
man counter-thrust.  The  Germans 
massed  for  several  other  attacks  but 
all  these  were  nipped  in  the  bud  by 
artillery  and  machine-gun   fire. 

The  entire  British  line  was  remark* 
ably  well  dug  In  by  morning. 

Late  details  confirm  earlier  reports 
that  the  Germans  did  not  fight  well  in 
most  sections.  In  many  places  they  ran. 
The  total  prisoners  who  surrendered  Is 
great.  On  one  sector  of  the  Ansae 
front  alone  they  amounted  to  more 
than  3,010.  At  a  point  not  far  from 
the  Ypres-Roulers  railway  an  Austral- 
Ian  officer,  single-handed,  took  thlrty-«ne 
Germans  from  a  blockhouse. 

The  "tanks'  again  did  well  during 
the  fighting  at  several  polnu.  One  of 
these  monsters  was  the  first  to  arrive 
in  the  village  of  Reutel.  When  It  waa 
followed  In  by  some  infantry  It  trun- 
dled back  to  other  work.  The  British 
later  withdrew  their  posts  from  the 
ruined  hamlet  to  more  favorable  ground 
Just  behind.  On  tb«  extreme  left  of 
the  British  atta<-k  "tanks''  asalstad  tn 
taking  several  redoubts  which  had  bean 
giving  trouble  with  tJicir  mavhine  guns. 


yesterday's  offTensive  robbed  the  fight- 
ing of  those  spectacular  features  at- 
tendant upon  hand-to-hand  w«rk  among 
shattered  buildings. 

"In  the  battle  around  Poelcapelle, 
however,  there  waa  considerable  sharp 
work.  Six  enemy  battalions  tn  the 
front  line  here  all  were  killed  with 
rifle  or  machine  gun  fire  or  made  pris- 
oner. On  the  northern  wlag  the  Ger- 
man counter-attack  north  of  Graven- 
atafel  was  smashed  badly  during  yes- 
tsrday'a  fighting.  Another  attempt 
Just  >iorth  of  the  Ypres-Roulers  rail- 
way was  dealt  with  similarly.  It  would 
be  Interesting  to  know  what  the  Ger- 
man casualties  have  been.  Certainly 
they  were  enormous.  The  Germans  went 
down  like  wheat  under  the  terrible  ar- 
tillery fire  from  the  British  guns.  Lat- 
est reports  indicate  that  the  British 
casukltles  were  light.  The  artillery  had 
prepared  the  way  so  thoroughly  that 
the  Infantry  had  comparatively  little 
difficulty    In   achieving   their  objectives.

OTTAWA.  Oct.  5.— The  Milttia  De- 
partment has  Issued  a  positive  denial 
to  the  atatexi)ent  which  appeared  In  the 
press  some  days  ago  that  the  Canadian 
forces  In  France  are  inadequately  sup- 
plied with  dentists  and  that  much  suf- 
fering haa  been  caused  to  the  men  be- 
cause of  this. 

On  the  contrary,  it  Is  aald  at  the  De- 
partment the  Canadian  army  denul 
corps  overseas,  which  now  consists  of 
250  officers  and  049  warrant  officers, 
N.C.O.'s  and  men,  la  a  most  efficient 
organisation,  and  has  done  work  of  the 
greatest  value,  especially  tn  combatting 
the  disease  known  as  "trench  mouth." 

The  research  of  the  Canadian  den- 
tists in  connection  with  evolving  a  cure 
for  this  disease,  has.  It  is  said,  proven 
most  important,  not  only  to  the  Domin- 
ion forces,  but  to  the  whole  army.

mer Minister  took  a  tug  to  Colonla, 
Uruguay.  • 

Ksom  there  he  proceeded  by  train  to 
Montevideo,  where  he  boarded  a  Spanish 
Hteamer. 

He  Is  said  to  have  a  .Spanish  safe 
conduct,  which  .according  to  diplomats, 
Is  sufficient  to  protect  his  person,  but 
not  his  papers,  from  capture.  The 
bteamer  sailed  later  for  Spain. 

Flight  was  the  only  alternative  foi 
von  Luxburg,  as  Argentina  had  de- 
manded yesterday  that  he  depart  from 
the  republic  Immediately.

AND  TEN  ENEMIES 


Promptly  Attacks  Whole  Squadron  and  Accounts 
for  One  Machine — Makes  Second  Assault  and 
'  Ammunition  Fails  —  Two  Seaplanes 
Report  Destroying  Submarine 


LO.NDON,    Oct.    5.— Further   details   ■• 
daring  encounters  lietween   British  avia- 
tors and  enemy  airmen  and  submarlncK 
are  contained    in    the   official    records   of 
the    Admiralty    published    today. 

The  report  of  a  squadron  commander 
In  the  Royal  Naval  -Mr  Service  wnv. 
has  been  flying  for  the  last  eighteen 
months  on  the  battle  front  tells  a  thrill- 
ing story  of  attacking;  ten  Ootha  ma- 
chines, single-handed,  12.000  feet  in  the 
air.  He  flred  100  rounds  behind  one  of 
the  enemy  fliers  at  100  yards'  range.

His  gun  then  Jammed  and  he  be- 
came Involved  In  a  fast  spin,  but  re- 
covereo  to  see  his  enemy  crash  on  the 
ground. 

The  Britisher  then  landed  and  re- 
paired his  machine  gun  and  went  up  af- 
ter the  remaining  Gothas.

Another  report  tolls  how  two  British 
seaplanes  patrolling  above  the  North

swooped  down  to  a  height  of  SOO  feet, 
one  droi>plng  a  bomb  which  burst  on 
the  starboard  nlde  of  the  submarine, 
half  way  between  the  conning  tower 
and  the  stern.  The  submarine  eljwly 
heeled  to  port,  the  bow  arose  and  the 
craft   began   to  sink. 

The  other  seaplane  then  dropped  a 
bonrt)  which  burst  In  front  of  the  con- 
ning tower,  and  as  the  aubmarlne  sank 
another  bomb  was  dropped.  The  sea- 
planes circled  the  spot  for  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  In  search  of  aunrlvors,  hut  none 
appeared.

Bombing  Squadron  of  Italians 

Makes  Attack  on  Cattaro  Base 


ROME,  Oct.  5.— Repeated  attacks  by  the  Austrians  on  the 
Monte  ^tfl  Gabriele  have  been  repulsed  by  the  Italians,  accord- 
ing to  the  official  communication  issued  today.  The  Austrian 
naval  base  at  CatUro  has  been  bombed  by  an  Italian  aerial 
squadron.  Hita  were  observed  on  torpedo  boats  and  sub- 
marines. 

The  statement  follows: 

"From  the  Giudicaria  to  the  Brenta  our  patrols  have  been 
operating  and  have  captured  some  prisoners.  The  artillery 
tempests  have  been  more  frequent  and  more  lively  on  the  Asiago 
plateau. 

Tn  the  region  of  Monte  San  Gabriele  repeated  attacks  by 
the  enemy  have  been  promptly  repulsed.  East  of  Oorixia  we 
have  improved  a  point  in  our  line  and  held  it  in  spite  of  violent 
reaction  by  the  enemy. 

"Wednesday  night  an  Italian  bombing  squadron,  competed 
of  a  large  nun^r  of  machines,  flew  over  the  Austrian  naval 
base  of  Cattaro.  The  enemy  replied  by  a  vioiciit  firv,  which 
badly  regulated.

Charges  of  Treachery  Against 
Former  Minister  of  Interior 
Discussed  In  Chamber  — 
Called  Upon  for  Proof. 


PARIS,  Oct  C— LouU  J.  Malvey.  for- 
mer Minister  of  ttie  Interior,  who  re- 
altnbd  otltce  owinc  to  press  attackr 
against  him  In  connection  with  exiw 
auree  of  German  Intrigues,  caused  a 
nation-wide  aeniiatlon  by  announcing  in 
tlia  Chamlter  of  Deputies  yesterday  that 
ha  had  l>een  slanderously  accused  of 
abusing  his  position  as  a  Mlninter  to 
betray  the  country.  The  charges  were 
made  by  L«on  Daudet,  non  of  the  late 
Alphonse  Daudet,  the  noted  writer,  in  a 
letter  to  President  Polncare,  which 
Premier  Painleve  read  at  tlie  request  of 
M.  Malvey.  After  M.  Malvey  had  in- 
dignantly denied  the  charges  and  Prein- 
ier  Painleve  had  promised  the  Chamber 
tltat  M.  Daudet  would  be  obliged  to 
prove  his  words,  the  Chamber  voted  con- 
fidence in  the  Oovernment,'  with  a  num- 
ber of  abstentions,  principally  among 
the  Socialists. 

VaW  Law  Vaaaasary 

The  Minister  of  Justice,  M.  Peret,  ad- 
mitted that  the  present  state  of  the  law 
made  it  Impossible  to  proceed  against 
M.  Daudet,  the  cliargea  having  been 
made  in  a  private  letter.

Baudat'a  Letter 

The  text  of  M.  Daudefs  letter  to  Pre- 
sident  Polncaire  follows: 

"I  address  myself  to  you  because  it 
is  Important  that  you  should  be  in- 
formed of  what  no  longer  is  a  secret  for 
many  people  and  because  you  have  a 
great  role  to  play  and  can  save  France. 

"M.  Malvey,  former  Minister  of  the 
Interior,  is  a  traitor.  He  has  betrayed 
the  national  defence  for  three  years, 
with  the  complicity  of  M.  Leymarlo 
and  some  others.  Proofs  of  this  trea- 
son nuperabound.  It  would  be  too  lonK 
to  lay  them  before  you.  Be  assured 
only  that  M.  Malvey  has  kept  CJermany 
fully  informed  of  all  our  military  and 
diplomatic  plans,  notably  by  the  band 
of  spies  of  the  Bonnet  Rouge,  by  his 
friend  Vigo  and  one  Kouter,  director  of 
the  Maggi  Kub  (a  beef  extract  com- 
pany), 

"It  was  thus  the  German  high  com- 
mand knew  point  by  poinV  to  quote  only 
one  example,  of  the  plan  of  attack  at 
the  Chemln-des-Dames.  See  the  Span- 
ish newspaper  A  B  C  of  July  28.  1917, 
when  Malvey  was  admitted  to  the 
Council  of  War.  It  was  with  plaudits 
from    the    Bonnet    Rouge. 

"Know  a1»o  that  documents  of  indis- 
putable authenticity  show  the  hand  of 
M.  Malvey  and  of  the  surct  generate 
(the  political  police  attached  to  tn« 
Ministry  of  the  Interior)  in  the  military 
mutinies  and  the  tragic  events  of  June, 
1917.  It  lies  with  you,  M.  President,  to 
verify  the  foundation  of  these  accusa- 
tions by  a  rapid  investigation,  whioh 
would  be  an  easy  matter  for  you,  and 
to  do  prompt  Justice,  for  it  is  reported 
that  Germany,  to  cause  trouble  in  the 
public  mind,  Is  getting  ready  to  give 
M.  Malvey  away  in  a  short  time  as  use- 
less  to  her  cause. 

"The  only  means  to  destroy  the  Ger- 
man plans,  tlierefore,  is  to  act  first  and 
bring  before'  the  military  tribunals  the 
wretch  who  ha.i  delivered  France  to  the 
enemy,    morsel   by   morsel. 

"In  any  way,  fulfilling  what  I  believe 
is  my  duty  as  a  Frenchman  with  regard 
to  you,  .  President,  1  fix  a  date  with 
a  view  to  latter  eventualities,  and  re- 
main,

War  Vessels  of  Three  Coun- 
tries Prepared  to  Scour  the 
South  Pacific  for  German 
Raiders-^Probable  Victims. 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  5.— With  definita 
information  of  two  sea  raiders  in  the 
South  Pacific  Ocean;  announced  in  dis- 
patches froni  Samoa  to  the  Navy  De- 
partment, a  hunt  for  the  commerce  de- 
stroyers has  been  set  in  motion. 

The  two  raiders  are  manned  by  the 
crew  of  the  famous  Seeadler,  who  made 
her  way  late  last  year  from  Germany 
through  the  Allies'  patrol  into  the  At- 
lantic, southward  around  South  America, 
r-reylng  on  shipping,  and  thence  to  the 
South  Pacific,  where  she  stranded  on 
Mopcha  Island  and  had  to  be  abandoned. 
The  See  adler  destroyed  three  American 
Hailing  ships,  the  schooners  A.  B.  John- 
son, Manila,  and  R.  C.  Slade,  in  the 
South  I'acific.  When  she  stranded  the 
Seeadler  had  aboard  twenty-seven  white 
men  t^d  seventeen  native  prisoners,  who 
with   the  crew  reached  shore  in  safety. 

Part  of  the  Seeadler's.crew  put  to  sea 
again  in  a  power  sloop  armed  with  ma- 
chine guns  bonrbs,  and  two  months' 
supplies.  Early  In  September,  t^ 
French  schooner  Liitece  arrived  at  Mo- 
peha  from  Tahiti,  and  was  seised  by  the 
remaining  members  of  the  crew,  who 
rut  to  sea  September  5.  The  prisoners 
were  left  on  the  island  to  shift  for 
themselve.1.  Capt.  Hador  Smith,  of  the 
American  schooner  R.  C.  Slade,  and  other 
prisoners,  left  the  island  in  an  open 
boat  and  reached  Samoa  September  29, 
where  the  news  of  the  sea  raiders  was 
made  known  to  the  American  naval  au- 
thorities. .' 

The  number  of  the  raiders'  victims 
beyond  the  four  mentioned  in  the  dls- 
ratches  from  Samoa  can  not  be  ascer- 
tained. At  least  four  American-owned 
vessels  are  reported  overdue  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast  from  South  Pacific  ports,  and 
their  owners  have  abandoned  hope  of 
their  safety. 

British,  Japanese,  and  American  war- 
ships will  scour  the  South  Pacific  for 
the  two  German  raiders.

British  Troops  in  Thursday's 
Drive  Win  Notable  Success 
— Enenfiy  Unable  to  Make 
Serious  Counter-Attacks. 


LONDON,  Oct.  S.— The  text  of  the  re- 
port from  Brltlah  headquartara  In 
Prance  laat  night  reada: 

"South  of  the  Menin  road,  where  only 
a  ahort  advance  waa  intended,  our  ob- 
Jectlvaa  were  reached  at  an  early  hour. 
North  of  the  road  the  Brltlah  carried 
the  hamlet  of  Polderboek  and>Polder- 
ho«k  chateau,  where  sharp  fighting  oc- 
curred, and  drove  the  enemy  from  nu- 
meroua  farms  and  small  wooda  aouth 
and  aaat  of  Polygon  Wood.  Australian 
troopa  captured  Molenaarelstboek  and 
cleared  the  bouaaa  on  tha  Zonnabeke- 
Broodselnde  road.  New  Skialand  troopa 
took  Qravenstafel,  and  on  their  left 
other  English  divisions  continued  the 
line  of  our  advance  and  reached  the 
outsklrta  of  Poelcappetle.  Within  a 
short  time  of  the  opening  of  the  aa- 
aault  our  Arat  objectives  had  been 
gained  on  the  whole  front  of  attack. 
The  advance  against  our  Anal  objactlrea 
waa  carried  out  In  accordance. with  the 
plan  and  was  attended  by  equal  success. 
F^ngllsh  troopa  took  the  villages  of  Rau- 
tel  and  Noerdenhoek,  and  secured  the 
high  ground  overlooking  Becelaere.  Au- 
stralian troops  carried  Broodseinde  and 
established  themselves  well  over  the 
crest  of  the  ridge,  five  miles  east  of. 
Ypres,  which  alves  observation  east- 
ward.  On  the  left  of  our  attack  En- 
glish troops  carried  the  greater  part 
of  Poelcappelle  village  and  secured  the 
line  of  their  objectives  east  of  Poelcap- 
pelle church. 

Oanglit  bj  Barraga 
"The  whole  of  our  objectives  had  been 
captured  before  midday.  Information 
obtained  from  prisoners  and  confirmed 
by  identifications  of  Gerrnah  units  and 
by  the  number  of  German  dead,  estab- 
lished the  fact  that  our  attack  antici- 
pated by  a  few  minutes  an  attack  In 
force  by  five  German  divisions  against 
our  front  from  Polygon  wood  to  Zonne- 
beke. 

"Our  artillery  barrage  descended  on 
the  enemy  troops  as  they  were  assem- 
bling, and  the  hostile  attack  never  to.k 
place.  Those  of  the  enemy's  Infantry 
who  escaped  the  fire  of  our  artillery 
were  overwhelmed  by  the  advance  of 
our  Infantry.  In  consequence  of  the 
enemy's  losses  in  the  area  of  his  In- 
tended attack,  few  counter-attacks  have 
yet  developed.  Two  counter-attacks 
made  early  In  the  afternoon  east  of 
Gravenstafel  were  In  each  case  broken 
up  by  our  fire  before  reaching  our  po- 
sitions. Another  counter-attack  north- 
east of  Langemarck  resulted  In  severe 
fighting,  but  waa  unable  to  drive  our 
troops  from  the  positions  they  had 
gained.  L.ater  in  the  afternoon  three 
other  unsuccessful  counter-attacks  were 
made  by  the  enemy. 

Waathar  VafaTorabla 

"The  weather,  which  during  our 
preparations  for  the  attack  gave  prom- 
ise of  continuing  favorable,  yesterday 
became  less  settled.  The  wind  increased 
steadily  last  night,  and  throughout  the 
battle  had  blown  strongly  from  tha 
west,  at  times  with  the  force  of  a  gale, 
and  had  been  accompanied  by  storms 
of  rain.  These  adverse  conditions  add- 
ed to  the  difficulty  of  the  advance  and 
to  the  work  of  our  airmen.  Notwith- 
standing this,  our  aircraft  performed 
valuable  work,  and  afTorded  useful  In- 
formation from  time  to  time,  both  re- 
garding the  positions  of  our  own  troops 
and  the  assembly  of  the  enemy  for 
counter-attacks. 

"The  assault  was  delivered  by  En- 
glish, Australian  and  New  Zealand  di- 
visions. Included  among  the  British 
troops  were  battalions  from  28  English 
counties.  There  were  also  battalions 
from  Scotland,  Ireland  and  Wales. 

"At  uU  points  rapid  progress  was 
made   from   the  start. 

"The  enemy's  losses  throughout  the 
whole  fighting  have  been  exceedingly 
heavy,  being  greatly  Increased  by  the 
unusual  number  of  German  troops  on 
the  battlefield  at  the  opening  of  our 
attack.  Our  casualties  have  been  light. 
In  addition  to  the  prisoners  taken  we 
also  captured  a  few  guns  and  much 
other   material."

reaching  Germany  from  the  outside 
world  was  taken  today  by  the  Ameri- 
can Government  In  deciding  to  refuse 
coal  to  neutral  ships  carrying  supplies 
from  South  America  to  the  Northern 
European  neutral  countries  unless  their 
cargoes  are  inspected  in  American  ports. 

In  making  known  the  decision  today 
the  exports  administrative  board  an- 
nounced that  it  would  apply  the  pro- 
visions of  the  exports  control  act,  which 
gives  the  Government  the  same  super- 
vision over  bunkers  as  it  has  over  the 
exportation  of  goods  generally. 

The  step  was  tak^n  with  the  approval 
of  alt  the  Allies,  who  will  co-operate 
by  enforcing  similar  regulations.  It 
follows  closely  Great  Britain's  declara- 
tion of  a  complete  embargo  against  the 
.'Northern  European  neutrals,  which  was 
designed  to  strengthen  the  embargo  al- 
ready put  Into  force  by  the  United 
SUtca. 

In  a  statement  accompanying  the  an- 
nouncement, the  Exports  Board  makes 
It  clear  that  the  present  absolute  em- 
bargo against  the  European  neutrals  Is 
not  necessarily  parmanent.  and  that  a 
final  decision  aa  to  a  policy  will  not 
be  made  until  Information  as  to  the 
Neutrals'  actual  requirements  is  ob- 
tained. The  general  understanding  haa 
been  that  the  neutrals  will  be  fed,  but 
that  thay  will  receive  no  more  suppliea 
Uuui  actually  are  necessary,  and  that 
none  will  go  forward  until  proper  assur- 
ances are  received  as  to  neutral  ex- 
ports to  Germany.

OTTAWA,  Ott.  5.— The  Board  of  Rail- 
way Commissioners  has  given  Judgment 
on  the  complaint  of  the  Dominion  Mill- 
ers' Association  that  mills  In  Ontario 
are  discriminated  against  by  the  rail- 
ways In  connection  with  the  mlllin-ln- 
transit  and  stop-over  charges  on  grain 
Irom  the  three  Prairie  Provinces.  The 
millers,  whose  contention  Is  maintained, 
claimed  that  they  should  have  a  right 
to  mill  In  transit  at  Ic  per  100  pounds, 
the  same  charge  as  is  made  for  mills  in 
certain  parts  of  Ontario  and  the  North- 
west. West  of  the  Lakes  the  grain 
tariffs  give  the  transit  privilege  to  in- 
termediate mills  on  the  direct  route  to 
the  lake  front  at  an  additional  charge 
of  Ic  per  100  pounds,  provided  the  pro- 
ducts are  re-shlpped  to  Fort  William  or 
Port  Arthur  or  destinations  east  there- 
cf.  East  of  the  lakes,  the  all-rail  grain 
tariff  from  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  Wil- 
liam allows  milling  In  transit  at  Ic  It 
the  movement  of  the  product  la  for- 
warded from  milling  pointit  on  the  direct 
loutes  to  Montreal.  Mills  off  these 
direct  routes  have  the  same  rate  plus  an 
extra  charge  for  the  out-of-line  haul,  de- 
pending upon  the  extra  distani-e.  The 
extra  charge  ranges  from  one  plus  one- 
quarter   to   one    plus   eiglit   rents. 

Being  the  most  eastecly  milling  point. 
Montreal  has  the  most  restricted  area 
within  which  to  ship  the  flour,  and  the 
further  west  from  Montt'eul  the  mill 
may   be   the  larger   the  area   bet-omes. 

Sudbury  has  the  greatest  territory  In 
which  to  operate,  as  the  route  southerly 
a<<  well  as  easterly  Is  through  that  city. 
Its  position  gives  it  practically  all  the 
Ontario  markets  at  the  flat  one  cent 
transit  charge.  Finally,  and  this  was 
the  haslu  of  the-comptalnt.  grain  whlHi- 
fcmes  down  by  water  to  the  L>ake  Hu- 
ron and  Georgian  Bay  elevator  port.^, 
also  to  Kingston,  and  which  is  carried 
by  rail  to  the  mill,  pays  a  transit 
charge  of  two  cents  per  100  pounds  In- 
stead  of  one   cent. 

After  reviewing  the  matter  at  con- 
siderable length,  Commissioner  McLean, 
who  writes  the  Judgment,  says:  "It  \f 
alleged  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  that  the 
milling-in-transit  charges  applicable  in 
the  W'est  do  not  represent  the  cost  in- 
volved.

The  truth  Is  that  the  nations 
that  continue  to  carry  on  their  ship- 
building programmes  are  those  that 
will  have  the  largest  share  in  the^ 
world's  trade.  Britain's  carrying  capa- 
city has  been  the  secret  of  her  com- 
iherctol  greatness.  If  her  place  as  a 
shipping  nation  Is  '  to  be  maintained 
after  the  war,  now  is  the  time  when 
tvtety  possible  effort  must  be   exerted. 

We  do  not  believe  that  our  own 
Government  Is  sufllclently  awake  to 
the  shipping  needs.  Why  there  is  any 
apathy  over  the  matter  Is  inexplicable, 
considering  the  immense  efforts  being 
put  forth  hy  thA  United  States.  The 
need  of  the  time  is  not  for  subventions 
but  for  the  establishmrnt  of  Govern- 
ment yards.  The  Dominion  Govern, 
ment  should  enter  the  Industry  for  war 
purposes,  and  thus  insure  that  Canada 
will  fulfll  her  duty  in  this  respect,  and, 
when  peace  comes,  be  in  a  position  to 
take  care  of  all  the  country'a  trade. 
Government  yards  can  always  find 
plenty  of  work.  The  hydrographlc  and 
Asherles  protection  vessels  can  be  built

here.  When  Canada  decides  to  estab- 
Itoh  a  Navy  of  her  own,  she  will  have 
laid  the  foundations  of  the  plants 
necessary  for  its  construction  by  the 
cstalMlshment  of  shipbuilding  yards. 
Governments  in  time  of  war  have  had 
to  commandeer  mercantile  fleets,  so 
that  the  policy  of  owning  them  should 
not  be  treated  as  if  it  was  a  question 
outside  the  pale  of  pi%ctlcal  politics. 
If.  after  the  war.  it  is  considered  ad- 
visable not  to  compete  with  private 
interests,  then  vessels  constructed  by 
thfc  Government  could  be  sold  and  the 
yards  devoted  exclusively  to  the  con- 
struction of  ships  for  naval  and  fish- 
eries  purposes. 

Private  enterprise  Is  not  doing  what 
it  should  in  the  mattejuof  shipbuilding, 
possibly  because  the  Inducements  are 
not  sufficiently  great.  The  crisis 
csused  by  the  operations  of  German 
submarines,  and  the  example  of  Britain 
and  the  United  States  in  the  emergency 
should  be  sufficient  guide  to  this  coun- 
try to  engage  In  the  governmental  con- 
struction it  vessels  to  replace  those 
that  are  being  destroyed.  A  programme 
of   standardized,  steel   shipbuilding   pro- 


tons should  be  instituted  in  Canada.  It 
Is  just  as  much  our  duty  to  respond 
to  the  appeal  of  the  British  Shipping 
Controller  as  it  is  that  of  the  United 
Slates.  The  work  being  done  by  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board  should  be 
supplemented  by  vessels  conbtructed 
end  owned  by  Canada.  That  is  the 
way  to  build  up  a  fleet  which  can  per- 
form a  useful  service  in  the  war  and  in 
peace  times  will  belong  to  the  people 
of   the   Dominion. 
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The  need  of  shipa  will  continue  to 
Increase  as  the  war  progresses.  Pr3- 
ductlon  in  the  shipbuilding  Industry  is 
atlll  dl8proporth>i|gte  to  the  tonnage 
destroyed  by  submarines.

Kthelr  shipbuilding  programmes,  but 
their  efforts  must  be  supplemented  by 
tho  Industry  In  other  countries  If  the 
ends  In  view  are  to  be  aj;J)leved.

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The  Provincial  Food  Production  and 
Conservation  Cbmmittee  has  made  cer- 
tain recommendations  to  Mr.  W.  J. 
Hanna,  dealing  with  the  price  of  pota- 
toes and  equitable  regulation  of  costs 
incidental  to  |he  handling,  storage  and 
distribution  of  food  products.  That 
which  refers  to  potatoes  should  be 
followed.  It  is  speciflc,  so  that  the 
Food  Controller  has  someibing  upon 
which  he  ci^  consider  a  course  of 
action.  But  the  other  recommendation 
is  so  general  that  it  calls  for  some 
comment.  The  question  Is,  why  did 
not  this  Food  Production  Committee 
ascerUin  all  the  costs  dealing  with 
the  situation,  find  out  the  profits  being 
made,  arrive  at  a  conclusion  what 
should  be  a  legitimate  profit,  and 
recommend  its  enforcement  to  the  Food 
Controller?  It  may  be  answered  that 
the  committee  has  no  po#er  to  investi- 
gate the  books  of  the  different  com- 
panies handling  foodstufs.  in  that  case 
It  means  that  the  Food  Controller  will 
have  to  set  the  machinery  of  his  office 
in  motion  to  ascertain  a  basis  of  action, 
for  he  cannot  regulate  or  control  prices 
without  1\Ttt  finding  out  all  the  causes 
which    make    them    what   they   are. 

We  are  surprised  that  the  committee 
should  make  such  a  general  recom- 
mendation; Indeed,  the  publfc  are 
entitled  to  know  what  exactly  are  its 
powers,  and  what  hope  It  can  hold 
out  thsit  ita  recommendations  will  Irad 
to  action.  The  man  in  the  street  could 
have  easily  made  the  general  observa- 
tions that  are  contained  in  the  second 
recommendation  alluded  to  above. 
W^hat  the  consuming  public  want  to 
know  ts  if  thorough  inauiries  will  be 
mode  into  all  the  branches  of  the  food 
producing  and  distributing  Industry,  s-i 
that  a  l>asis  of  maximum  prices  can 
be  reached,  "niiat  1«  essential  is  tnat 
each  maximum  prieea  should  be  csub- 
l!shed.  Thto  cannot  b«  don*  without  a 
thorough  inveaUpatlon.  If  the  local 
Food  Committee  Is-  not  empowered  to 
make  such  an  Investigation,  time  Is 
toing  lost  Thore  are  certain  com- 
modities for  which  the  prices  can  be 
regulated,  with  changes  baaed  on  the 
coat  of  hauling,  but  In  each  province

Turkestan,  which  -.m  In  revolt  against 
Russton  rule,  comprises  an  Immense 
territory  to  the  east  of  the  Caspton, 
between  8it>erto  on  the  north  and 
Persto.  AfghanlsUn,  and  Tibet  on  the 
south.  Its  population  Is  probably 
about  10,000,000.  QrlgJaally  it  was 
known  as  Indifcpendent  TarUry  anC  was 
-«y»^country  of  the  Turks  in  Central 
Asia.  Russia,  as  she  grew  powerful, 
gradually  encroached  on  this  territory 
until  on  February  U,  18«5,  It  wn^s 
created  a  new  Province  and  called 
Turkestan.  The  country  has  been  the 
theatre  of  many  migrations.  Both 
Aryans  and  Mongols  have  their  repre- 
sentatives there,  but  the  Ural-Altaians, 
or  Turanians,  are  numerically  the  pre- 
dominant element  Tho  Turcomans 
number  less  than  1,500,000.  The  Rus- 
sian population  of. 'the  country,  exclu- 
sive of  the  military,  does  not  number 
more  than  75,000  souls.  There  are  a 
number  of  cltleB  with  populations 
ranging  from  30.000  to  100,000,  and 
these  are  renowned  for  their  fine  monu- 
ments  of  Arabton  architecture. 

At  the  present  time  there  is^  period 
of  decay  In  progress,  for  Turkestan  has 
known  a  far  higher  civilization  tnan 
It  snjoya-  ttida)'-.  Centuries  ^ef^- war, 
masshcres  and  civil  strife,  conspira- 
cies and  endless  intrigues,  paved  the 
way  for  Russian  conquest  and  des- 
troyed Mohammedan  civilization.  The 
Russians  have  not  been  very  successful 
in  infusing  new  vigor  into  the  country, 
though  they  abolished  slavery  and  put 
an  end  to  int^necine  strife.  Westorn 
Turkestan  has  a  claim  to  world  fame 
as  it  contains  the  plateau  of  Pamir, 
which  is  known  as  the  Roof  of  the 
World — with  an  area  of  about  37,000 
tquare  miles. 

Evidently  the  revolt  in  TurkOMtan 
has  reached  considerable  proportions, 
for  the  Russian  cabinet  at  Petrograd 
has  declared  war  on  the  country.  Tho 
occurrence  is  an  illustration  of  the 
cupine  rule  which  has  folldwed  the 
Revolution.  The  discordaht  elements  i 
in  Turkestan  have  aeon  their  oppor- 
tunity in  the  disintegration  of  the  Rus- 
sian Army.  Finland  is  trying  to  ob- 
tain her  freedom  by  pacific  means, 
while  there  is  considerable  unrest  In 
the  Ukraine.  Russia's  Provisional 
<}ov6rnnient  is  only  at  the  beginning  of 
its  troubles.  To  outside  observers  of 
events  there  the  marvel  Is  that  a 
Constituent  Assembly  is  not  elected, 
for  the  one  thing  needed  above  all  else 
seems  to  be  to  obtain  the  people's 
opinion  en  the  personnel  of  those  who 
should  control  the  coujitry's  destiny. 
The  revolt  in  Turkcetan  will  only  help 
to  weaken  Russia's  powers  on  the 
Kastern    front

The  opponents  of  the  Military  Service 
Act^  are  using  the  argument  thai  there 
are  100.000  Canadian  troops  in  Kngland 
who  have  never  seen  the  front.  Tnerc 
was  this  number  six  months  ago,  but 
more  than  half  of  them  belonged  to 
the  non-cembatant  corps.  Of  the  bal- 
ance at  least  20,000  were  required  as 
reinforcements  following  the  flghting 
at  VImy  Ridge,  and  after.

Capt.  W.  B.  Shaw  will  leave  here  in  a 
few  days  for  Vancouver,  where  for  a 
time,  he  will  be  in  charge  of  Falrmount 
(Langara)    Military    Hospital. 

Capt.  Shaw,  who  was  acting  major  In 
France,  and  in  con|mand  of  the  37th 
Battery  of  the  Canadian  Artillery,  was 
wounded  nearly  a  year  ago,  and  while 
nearly  recovered  from  the direct  ef- 
fects |  of  his  wounds,  has  not  regained 
his  health  sufficiently  to  resume  ac- 
tive service  for  several  months  at  least. 
▼olnnteered  at   Ontsei 

The  new  commandant  of  Falrmount 
Hospital,  has  been  in  military  work 
since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  having 
t>een  an  officer  in  the  Sth  Regiment; 
C.  O.  A.,  w'Een  it  was  called  out  on  the 
declaration  of  l^stllities  in  August, 
1914.  Anticipating  that  France's  entry 
into  the  war  would  be  followed  by 
Britain's,  Capt.  Shaw  volunteered  for 
overseas  service  the  day  the  republic 
broke  with  Germany,  laying  his  applica- 
tion, before  the  leading  military  officer 
of  the  district  at  that  time.

FEAR  CREATION  OF 


New  Dairy  By-Law  Would  Put 
Small  Producers  Out  of 
Business  and  Raise  Prices, 
Some  Aldermen  Say. 


The  new  milk  by-law  that  has  been 
before  the  City  Council  for  some  time 
embodies  such  stringent  regulations  for 
the  Industry  that  aldermen  feared  last 
night  that  If  enforced  it  might  put  many 
of    the   smaller   dealers   out    of   buaness. 

Alderman  Andros  said  the  city  should 
go  ea«y  in  putting  on  more  Htringent 
regulations  as  already  many  dairy  herds 
are  being  sold  out  because  of  the  high 
price  of  feed  and  labor.  This  tends  to 
throw  the  whole  liuliistr.v  Into  a  monop- 
oly, which  would  put  up  the  price  of 
milk. 

Alderman  P'edcn  said  that  the  by-law 
alrhed  only  ut  the  creatluu  of  clean  and 
wholesome  conditions  in  the  dairies. 
"If  there  is  any  man  selling  milk  who 
Is  not  keeping  his  place  in  a  clean, 
.wholesome  condition,  the  sooner  he  goes 
out  of  business  the  better,"  said  the  al- 
derman. 

Alderman  Dinsdale  said  the  logical  se- 
qucfnce  of  the  by-law  will  be  to  follow 
the  milk  into  the  homes  where  it  is 
consumed.  He  said  that  many  persons 
do  not  know  what  to  do  with  the  milk 
when  it  comes  to  their  homes,  some 
young  a'ives  putting  it  in  the  bath- 
room. 

Passing  of  the  by-law  will  be  held 
up  for  some  time  to  give  the  aldermen 
the  time  to  compare  Its  provisions  with 
the  present  milk  by-law  and  to  consult 
milk  producers.  Alderman  Johns  said 
many  producers  had  made  no  comment 
on  the  measure  as  they  are  too  busy  to 
read  through  its  nineteen  closely  writ- 
ten pages.

The  deputy 
minister  of  the  public  archives  of  Can- 
ada informed  the  Council  last  night 
that  all  guns  captured  by  Canadians  are 
carefully  registererl  and  those  in  cxl.Mt- 
ence  at  the  close  of  the  war  will  be 
shipped  to  Canada.  Several  captured 
guns  were  fotmd  to  1l>e  serviceable  and 
these  have  been  taken  o\er  by  tlie  Navy 
for  arming  merchant  vessels.  The  only 
German  field  gun  so  far  sent  over  was 
one  very  badly  damaged  and  no  longer 
aerviceable. 

"I  think  there  is  sometbing  peculiar 
about  this  gun,"  said  Mayor  Todd.  "I 
received  a  private  letter  that  this  (run 
was  captured  and  the  plate  rtvetted  on 
It  as  to  where  It  should  go.  I  feel  that 
this  gun  started  this  way.  but  it  seems 
Tsry  IlkelT  that  it  was  captured  again." 

"I  think  it  may  have  been  captured 
In  Vancouver,"  said  Alderman  Dlosdale.

Twenty-five  Persons  Accept 
Dr.  Oliver's  Invitation — The 
Need  of  Daily  Prayer  Is 
Emphasized. 


"You  people  who  have  not  already 
surrendered  your  hearts  to  Christ,  I 
want  you  to  come  forward  and  do  It 
now.  Do  not  wait,  this  is  the  time," 
said  Dr.  Oliver  in  addressing  the  gath- 
ering In  the  Tabernacle  last  night. 

One  by  one  the  converts  came  for- 
ward. Wlthip  a  few  minutes  eleven 
sailors,  eight  men  and  six  w"men  wer* 
lined  In  fronir  of  the  pulpit  with  heads 
bowed. 

"The  papers  have  been  referring  to 
people  coming  forward  and  giving  their 
souls  to  Christ  as  'hitting  the  sawdust 
trail.'  I  don't  like  it.  It  is  not  in  the 
book.  When  a  person  surrenders  hi's 
heart  to  the  Almighty  it  is  a  very  sacred 
thing." 

"God's  people  are  the  cAannels  of 
blessing,  and  when  these  channels  are 
blocked  then  comes  the  curse,  famines, 
plagues  and  drought.  David  Living- 
stone went  into  the  heart  of  Africa  to 
save  those  negroes.  It  is  different  from 
some  of  our  men,  who  travel  the  coun- 
try in  their  Pullman  cars  and  lecture  to 
people  in  these  large  cities.  Where 
th^y  should  go  Is  where  Livingstone 
went,  and  do  the  work  he  did." 

Dr.  Oliver  related  the  story  of  two 
Infidels  who  were  wrecked  on  an  Island. 
They  thought  on  this  island  were  canni- 
bals, and  for  some  time  lived  in  dread 
of  being  eaten  alive.  In  a  short  timo, 
one  of  these  men,  having  more  courage 
than 'the  other,  decided  to  find  where 
they  were.  He  climbed  a  tree  and  in 
the  distance'  saw  a  Church  steeple. 
"We  are  saved,"  he  cried,  "there  la  a 
church  -steeple.  The  missionaries  are 
here  and  the  inhabitants  are  Christian- 
ised." He  pointed  out  that  these  men 
were  both  infidels,  yet  they  believed  In 
the  work  of  the  missionaries.

"The  morning  paper  stated  today  'that 
I  was  thankful  for  the  sensational 
stuff  published.'  I  was  misrepresented. 
What  1  said  was  that  'I  thanked  the  pa- 
pers for  the  space  that  they  were  giv- 
ing to  our  work.'  In  future  I  would 
like  the  reporters  to  take  a  front  seat 
io  that  they  will  hear  clearly  what  I 
say. 

"Pride  Is  the  damnation  of  any  soul. 
If  you  were  to  ask  the  men  of  your  city 
to  come  up  and  be  saved,  tlie  pride  in 
them  would  hold  them  back.  Pride  is 
the  Devil. 

"The  average  church  member  prays 
two  minutes  a  day,  and  the  average 
minister's  time  1b  about  five  minutes. 
M'hen  you  nay  you  love  a  pppKon  you 
like  their  company.  If  you  are  In  love 
with  a  young  lady,  you  don't  mind  how 
long  you  spend  with  her.  The  same  ap- 
plies to  Christ,  and  church  members 
only  give  about  two  minutes  each  day 
in  prayer  to  God.  Imagine  a  young 
man  calling  upon  a  girl  he  is  in  love 
with  and  only  staying  two  minutes.  She 
would  not  think  very  much  of  him  and 
would  soon  be  looking  for  a  new  suitor. 
To  win  a  person  you  love  you  must  sit 
hour  after  hour  and  tell  your  troubles 
and  talk  heart  to  heart. 

"If  the  different  countries  engaged  in 
this  war  would  humble  themselves  be- 
fore God  and  confess,  I  believe  this  pre- 
sent  war  would  come   to  an  end." 

Dr.  Oliver  again  referred  to  the  fam- 
ily altar  and  how  it  was  broken  up. 
"What  could  be  better  than  to  have  a 
short  family  service  each  day?"  he 
asked.  Now  ragtime  songs  have  taken 
the  place  of  these  old-fashloped  hymns. 
Prayers,  Scripture  readings  and  singing 
of  hymns  should  be  done  every  day  in 
the   home. 

•X)ne  problem  of  this  city  is  the 
problem  of  Gospel.  When  that  problem 
is  solved  all  others  will  come  easy.  Put 
your  problems  In  Chrlst'w  hands  and  He 
will   .solve  them  for  you." 

The  subject  for  last  night's  meeting 
was  to  have  been  "The  Majesty  of 
Ijaw."  but  as  Dr.  Oliver  found  that 
most  of  the  business  men  were  unable 
to  attend  the  meeting  and  was  requested 
to  postpone  the  lecture,  the  date  will  be 
announced   later.

The  largn  number  of  cases  of  Infstitllo 
Summer  diarrhoea  In  Victoria  during  Sep- 
tember from  which  ten  deaths  resulted, 
waa  due  to  bad  milk,  acoording  to  the  re- 
port of  Dr.  A.  O.  Price,  medical  health 
officer,    to    the    CUy   Council    last   night. 

"Infantile  diarrhoea  la  usually  prevalent 
after  a  prolonged  drought  during  Bum- 
mer," stated  Dr.  Price.  "Wherever  cases 
were  reported  to  me  I  made  investigations 
and  found  In  each  case  that  the  feeding 
of  the  children  was  at  fault  by  giving 
of  milk  whieh  bad  gone  wrong  or  had  not 
been  aterlllzed.  Infantile  diarrhoea  is  a 
proventtble  disease  and  would  not  occur 
If  Infanta  were  breast-fed  and  young 
children    given   sterile   milk    only." 

Concerning  health  conditions  '  In  Vic- 
toria at  present  Dr.  Price  said  that  the 
city  la  remarkably  free  from  acute  Infec- 
tious diseases.  Omitting  tuberculosis  and 
the  caaea  of  typhoid  fever  under  treat- 
ment In  the  hospitals,  which  is  not  con- 
sidered to  be  a  true  infectious  disease,  the 
only  acute  Infectious  disease  now  in  the 
city  Is  a  convalescent  from  scarlet  fever 
in    the    Isolation    Hospital. 

There  were  30  male  and  38  female  births 
In  Victoria  during  September,  46  deaths. 
Including  three  still  births,  and  12  mar- 
rlagea 

Sanitary  Inspector  Lancaster  reported 
conditions  In  dairies  in  the  city  as  satis- 
factory. In  several  premises  In  the  city 
and  Immediately  outside  he  found  the 
cattle  had  been  tested  and  free  from 
tuberculosia  Twenty-five  samples  of  milk 
were  tested  for  butter  fat  and  28  for  sedi- 
ment. These  tests  showed  butter  fat  run- 
ning from  8.1  per  cent  to  7  per  cent.  Five 
of  the  sediment  tests  resulted  in  a  verdict 
of  "dirty,"  eight  "fairly  clean,"  twelve 
"clean,"    arfd    one    "very    clean." 

Complaints  Investigated  by  the  Inspector 
had  to  do  with  Innanltary  toilets.  Insect 
pests,  keeping  of  animals  and  poultry,  bad 
odors  In  premises,  blocked  sewers,  stag- 
nant water,  cattle  Krazlng  on  vacant  land, 
Hmokc  from  factory  chimney g^  stablrs  Im- 
properly kept,  and  accumulations  of 
manure. 

Public  beaches  are  reported  as  very 
clean  and  free  from  Insanitary  matter. 
The  constant  attention  of  the  Inapector 
was  required  to  keep  the  sanitary  condl- 
tliins    of    Chinatown    up    to    the    mark.

"I  know  that  In  this  Board  of  Trade  poll- 
tics  Is  taboo,  but  national  unity  Is  essen- 
tial for  the  successful  prosecution  of  tha 
war,  and  It  Is  on  those  grounds  that  I  In- 
troduce this  resolution,"'  said  Mr.  Shall- 
cross. 

"The  sentiment  of  this  Isn't  open  t« 
argument,"  asserted  Alderman  Andrns, 
"but  the  matter  haa  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Board  of  Trade  that  1  can  see.  Why 
should    we    dip    Into    It?" 

Mr.  .T.  I*  Beckwith  saw  no  objection  to 
psssing  the  reoolutlon,  although  he  could 
not  see  any  advantage,  cither.  It  migtit 
have  some  value  locally,  and.  anyway.  It 
could    be    handed    tn    the    press.

City  Hanltary  Inspector  Lancaster  In- 
formed the  City  Council  last  night  that 
through  changes  made  by  Order-in- 
Council,  incorpora,ting  former  regula- 
tions, the  city  has  not  the  power  to 
enforce  certain  food  regulations  unless 
a  soecial  action  Is  taken  by  the  Council, 
chiefly  the  provisions  regulating  the 
construction,  equipment  and  manage- 
ment of  slaughter-houses.  Mr.  Lancas- 
ter said  .that  the  city  has  been  thus 
deprived  of  some  valuable  legislation 
affecting  the  food  supply  of  the  city. 

The  chief  change  has  been  the  elimi- 
nation of  the  power  given  In  the  fol- 
lowing clause:  "Tha  meat  of  emaciated 
and  wasted  animals,  or  meat  found  to 
b«  diseased  or  nnwholesome,  or  veal 
lesn  than  three  weeks  old  when  killed. 
or  lamb  less  thsn  eight  weeks  old  when 
killed,  or  pig  less  thsn  flv«>  weeks  old 
when  killed,  shall  1>«  considered  onflt 
for   haman   food.**

Lovera  of  the  best  In  English  litera- 
ture were  pleasingly  entertained  last 
evening  with  the  series  af  recitations 
of  Kipling's  best  poems  delivei-ed  by 
Mr.  Henry  fiohlee,  Whose  forceful  In- 
terpretations wrought  the  audience  to 
a  pitch  of  enthusiastic  attention  which 
must  If  telepathic  suggestion  counts  for 
anjrthlng.  have  Inspired  the  reciter  with 
the  knowledge  of  his  unqualified  suc- 
cess. 

Mr.  acblee  recited  •ztracta  front 
Kipllng'a  poems  on  India,  the  Empire, 
War  and  Work,  in  each  of  which  he 
aimed  at  showing  the  identity  of  the 
poet'a  ideals  with  those  of  the  late 
Ix>rd  Kltohener.  As  an  introduction  a 
short  but  Intensely  intereatlng  arjtlcle 
of  G.  K.  Chesterton's  waa  read,  fol- 
lowed by  a  brief  outline  of  Kipllng'a 
life,  dealing  with  hla  early  years,  his 
school  life  aa  referred  to  in  his  poem, 
"Let  Us  NOW  Pratae  Famoua  Men."  un- 
til the  time  when  he  left  India  aa  por- 
trayed In  "The  Galley  Slave." 

Where  all  waa  ao  gooti  It  Is  difficult 
to  discriminate  as  to  the  excellence  of 
the  individual  selections,  but  In  pass- 
ing, mention  must  be  made  of  the  aplen- 
did  Interpretation  of  "Glory  of  the  Gar- 
den," In  the  aecond  part  of  the  aeries 
dealing  with  the  Empire.  In  the  sec- 
tion devoted  to  "War."  Mr.  Schlee  re- 
cited no  less  than  ten  poems;  and  al- 
though In  reciting  tbe  poems  of  Tommy 
Atkina  he  was  hardly  Cockney  enough 
In  hla  accent  hla  offerlnga  elicited  i^arm 
appuauae  from  a  most  appreciative  au'- 
dlence. 

XlpUar  aad  Wovk 
But  undoubtedly  the  subject  In  which 
Mr.  Schlee  considers  Kipling  most  in 
earnest  and  In  the  teaching  of  which 
he  employs  his  noblest  efforts  Is  the 
one  he  reserved  for  the  last  o^  his  s^ 
rles,  "Work."  He  recited  poems  to 
illustrate  the  attitude  which  his  author 
matnUlned  toward  all  grave  questions 
of  life  and  their  purpose.  He  drew  sig- 
nificant attention  to  the  prqphetic  verse 
which  explained.  Inspired  and  ennobled 
the  humdrum  heartbreaking  routine 
marking  the  building  of  the  Empire.  He 
showed  the  parallelism  of  the  work  of 
the  late  men  of  action,  Roberta  and 
Kitchener,  with  the  man  of  language. 
The  audience  was  also  led  to  see  by 
powerful  examples  from  his  work  how 
single  in  object  and  full  of  purpose 
Kipling's  writings  reaUy  were. 

Mr.  Schlee  possesses  a  rich  resonant 
voice  which  served  to  enhance  his  tal- 
ents aa  a  reciter.  He  made  his  audi- 
ence feel  that  it  was  having  the  poet's 
soul  laid  bare  for  them  to  read,  yet  he 
never  seemed  to  soar  above  his  listen- 
ers' headtf,  for  simplicity  both  of  man- 
ner and  of  diction  was  particularly 
manifest. 

Miss  Mamie  Fraser  delighted  the  au- 
dience with  two  beautiful  songs  during 
the  interval  between  the  first  and  sec- 
ond parts  of  the  programme. 

Dean  Quainton  occupied  the  chair  and 
Introduced  the  speaker  to  his  audience. 
The  ballroom  was  comfortably  fllled, 
but  what  waa  lacking  in  numbers  was 
undoubtedly  supplied  in  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  audience.

The  efficient  tmlnlng  of  (he  school 
children  of  Victoria  In  flro  drill  waa 
demonstrated  at  a  numbar  of  the  schools 
>eaterday  when  Plre  Chief  Davis  unex- 
pectedly appeared  at  the  buildings  and 
gave  teachers  and  pupils  a  thorough 
test  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  Just  to 
what  extent  the  system  of  drills  which 
have  been  one  of  the  features  of  the 
local  school  training  has  been  maintain- 
ed. The  results  greatly  pleased  the  fire 
chief,  and  indicated  the  care  which  has 
been  shown  by  the  teachers  tn  this  moat 
Important   phase  of  school   dlsclpltna 

The  tests  were  made  at  the  Boys 
Central,  Girls'  Central,  Beacon  Hill  and 
South  Park  Schoola.  The  various  classes 
were  in  session  when  the  chief  arrived. 
Quietly  setting  alight  In  the  main  en- 
trances of  the  schoola  a  pail  containinj; 
a  mixture  of  oakum  and  ether  inflam- 
able  matter  which  would  produce  a  con- 
siderable smoke,  the  chief  awaited  de- 
velopments. He  timed  the  drill  from 
the  Instant  the  "fire"  was  discovered 
until  the  pupils  were  clear  of  the  build- 
ing. The  test  was  all  the  more  severe 
because  the  pupils  are  accustomed  to 
make  their  exit  from  the  main  ei\trances 
and  with  those  blocked  by  smoke,  teach- 
esr  were  forced  to  direct  their  pupils 
to   other   exits. 

Teaoher   Bhova  XaltlatlTe 

At  one  school,  the  Boys'  Central, 
when  a  teacher  rushed  out  Into  the  cor- 
ridor and  saw  the  smoke  and  had  turned 
In  the  fire  alarm,  the  pupils,,  in  an  In- 
btant,  were  lined  up,  marched  out  of  the 
room  an4l  by  way  of  a  fire  escape  to 
the  ground  in  the  utmost  order  and 
without  a  sign  of  confusion.  Thla  par- 
ticular demonstration  of  the  fine  traln- 

the  chief. 

But  in  all  the  schools  visits  the  same 
readiness  was  displayed  by  the  teachers 
and  the  pupils  made  their  exits  an 
directed  by  the  teachers  with  rapldify 
and  'preclHion. 

The  pupils  of  the  Boys'  Central  took 
exactly  one  minute  and  twelve  seconds 
to  get  outside;  at  the  Girls'  Central  the 
time  was  one  minute  and  ten  secondu; 
at  the  Moss  Street  School  it  was  one 
minute  and  thirty-five  seconds,  and  ut 
^outh  Park  School  one  minute  and 
thirty  seconds.  At  Beacon  Hill  School, 
a  smaller  school  than  the  others,  fifty- 
five  seconds  was  all  the  time  regulreci 
to  have   the   children  in   "safety." 

In  each  case  the  danger  of  panic  wa« 
avoided,  for  when  the  teachers  rushed 
out  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  smoke, 
and  turn  in  an  alarm.  Chief  Davis  was 
at  hand  to  advise  them  so,  that  while 
the  promptitude  of  the  alarm  was  not 
In  any  degree  affected,  the  fact  of  his 
presence  obviated  any  danger  of  panic. 


GRANDM  FINDING 

'Members  Say  Presentment 
Showed  Facts  Were  Twisted 
—Realize  Home  Is  Unsuit- 
able, But  Want  Council's  Aid 


Certain  statements  contained  In  ihe 
Grand  Jury's  presentation  to  .ludKe 
Gregory,  which  branded  the  Detention 
Home  as  "a  veritable  firo  trap" 
and  numerous  other  uncomplimentary 
thInK:H,  were  disputed  last  night  at  a 
meeting  of  tho  Children's  Aid  Society. 

The  Society  decided  to  wait  on  the 
City  Council  at  its  next  sitting  and 
request  that  a  number  of  temporary 
changes  be  made  in  the  facilities  at  the 
Detention  home  for  Are  protection,  out- 
side of  what  the  Society  Itself  feels 
capable  of  doing -at  this  time.  It  will 
also  petition  for  a  new  by-law  author- 
izing the  erection  of  a  new  building. 
AUere  Taacle  of  Vaeta 

.Slthough  recognizing  that  the  present 
structure  occupied  by  the  home  was  un- 
suitable for  the  purpose,  members  of 
the  Society  were  firm  In  the  belief  that 
the  Grand  Jury  had  got  some  of  the 
facta  tangled.  For  instance,  they  chal- 
lenged the  statement  in  the  presenta- 
tion  that  the  children  slept  In  the  annex 
without  adults  being  nearby.  it  was 
said  that,  on  the  contrary,  there  was  an 
adult  in  each  flat  of  the  annex,  and  In 
the  main  building  on  the  second  floor, 
where  the  'boys  slept,  there  were  a'no 
two  adults,  whose  rooms  opened  into 
the   dormitories. 

The  Society  also  held  to  be  false  the 
claim  of  Alderman  Andros  to  the  effect 
that  the  Detention  Home  was  run  as  a 
private  institution  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Hpof- 
ford  and  Mrs.  Gordon  Grant.  The  real 
condition,  it  <-ontend<>d,  was  that  the 
two  are  merely  officials — superintendent 
and  secretary — who  carry  out  the  in- 
structions of  the  Society  as  a  whole. 
There  were  eight  active  members  of  tho 
executive  committee,  it  was  pointed  out, 
who  might  be  classed  as  the  directors 
of  tho  home's  policy. 

neallae  Some's  BhorteonUafa 

That  the  report  of  Fire  Chief  Davis 
was  a  truthful  analysis  of  the  home's 
shortcomings  was  admitted.  The  So- 
ciety expressed  thanka  for  the  state- 
ment, and  decided  to  carry  out  the  sug- 
gestions it  embodied  to  as  great  an  ex- 
tent as  the  Society  could  afford.  It  will 
begin  at  once  to  make  the  changes 
recommended  in  connection  with  the 
pipes,  Ituos  and  stoves,  but  it  will  ask 
the  (^ty  Council  to  provide  the  fire 
eecapes. 

Further,  acting  on  the  advice  of  Chief 
Davis,  the  «oclety  will  remove  the  few 
little  girls ^hat  are  now  quartered  in  the 
annex  upstairs  to  the  ground  floor,  and 
the  same  will  be  done  with  the  little 
boys  In  .the  main  building.

SHOULD  BEAR  SHARE 


Alderman  Sargent  Obiects  to 
Present  Citizens  Being  As- 
sessed Greater  Part  of  Per- 
manent Improvements. 


Whether  the  present  generation  in- 
stead of  shouldering  most  of  the  bur- 
den should  pass  over  to  'future  genera- 
tions '  part  of  the  cost  of  permanent 
works  of  local  improvement  In  the  city, 

waa  brought  before  the  city  council 
last  night  by  Alderman  Sargent  when 
the  consolidated  debentures  by-law 
came  before  the  city  council. 
.  The  alderman  said  that  under  the 
proposed  financing  scheme  with  serial 
bonds,  the  present  generation  In  pay- 
ing the  greater  part  of  the  cost  of 
permanent  works.  He  said  that  under 
current  adverse  conditions  now  exist- 
ing the  present  generation  sho^ild  be 
assessed  with  the  lesser  amounts,  pass- 
ing the  larger  assessments  over  to 
succeeding    generations. 

City  Comptroller  Raymur  explained 
that  under  tho  new  Herlal  bond  scheme 
the  city  would  uave  1448,000  in  fifty 
years.  The  aldermen  are  to  look  into 
the   by-law    before   it  Is   put   through. 

The  by-law  will  consolidate  a  total 
of  $2,312,887  of  unsold  stock  held  by 
the  bank  as  security  for  issues  of 
treasury  certificates  into  debentures  of 
an  aggregate  equal  amount  and  in  one 
consecutive  issue.  '  The  Issue  will  be 
in  denominations  of  $100  and  multiples 
of  $100.  The  consolidated  debentures 
will  be  dated  October  10,  1917,  and 
will  be  payable  in  fifty  annual  instkll- 
ments.  Interest  rate  Is  being  increased 
from  4»4  to  C»4  per  cent,  payable  at 
any  place  in  Canada  or  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States.  The  first  forty- 
nine  annual  payment^  of  principal  will 
be  $47,000  and  the  fiftieth  $9,887.38. 
The  interest  for  the  first  year  will 
amount  to  $127,208.80  and  will  gradu- 
ate down  to  $548.80  In   t>ic  fiftieth  year. 

At  a  6  per  cent  yield  tho  issue  would 
be  marketable  at  $95.20.

BUSY  B.  C.  BEES 

Pre^acUea   This  Year  Is   the   Beat 
Is   Tea   Ifesre   !•   »«P«rt'e    Beport 


BriUsh  ColumWa'B  bees,  not  the  busy 
l»«es  to  a  poliUcal  •«»»«•.  but  the  real 
workers,  established  the  best  record  in 
ten  years  to  the  praductlon  of  honey, 
according  to  the  report  which  Mr.  F. 
rhinda'-T'^^i  **»•  expert  who  annually 
reports  upon  the  conditions  oflhe  b*e 
iBduatry  la  the  ehlef  honey-producing 
aection  of  the  Province  (the  Lower 
Mainland).  He  atates  that  while  the 
Spring  was  cold,  the  honey  flow  In  the 
Summer  was  the  best  in  ten  years.  His 
estimate  of  the  output  of  honey  to  that 
section  this  year  Is  15«  tons.  Most 
sales  in  bulk  hai^e  been  at  20c  per 
pound,  and  the  outlook  Is  for  still  high- 
er figures,  aa  the  United  States  esti- 
mates Indicate  only  half- a  crop  in  that 
country,  most  of  which  is  now  out  of 
the  haAds  of  the  producer  at  ISc  per 
pound. 

The  Wlntar  4eath  rate  was  at  least 
40  per  cent,  coupled  with  heavy  losses 
during  the  previous  "Winter,  and  the 
average  apiary  had  only  one-third  of  the 
colonies  that  were  in  existence  in  1915. 
This  year's  product,  Mr.  Dundas-Todd 
reports.  Is  light  and  of  fine  quality,  the 
highest  figures  reported  to  him  beln^ 
2<S  and  2S4  pounds  of  honey  from  one 
hive.  Tha  bees  will  go  Into  Winter 
quarters  in  fine  shape  and  with  lots  ot 
g<Ad  honey,  the  best  in  years,  so,  he 
reports,  the  outlook  for  wintering  and 
Springtog  Is  excellent,  and  he  predicts 
that  the  bee  Industry  will  sea  a  big  for-' 
ward  movement  next  year. 

Mr.  Dundas-Todd  reports  there^  was 
an  outbreak  of  .Kuropean  foul  lirood, 
which,  after  investigation,  he  traced  to 
Idaho,  where  the  disease  is  common.  To 
eradicate  the  pest  he  found  it  necessary 
to  bum  fifteen  colonies  and  six  empty 
hives.

Western  wheat  crop  seems  assured. 

The  question,  one  of  the  greatest  con- 
sequence to  Canada,  received  special 
consideration  today  at  one  of  the  most 
important  financial  conferences  held  in 
the  Dominion.  The  conference  fol- 
lowed a  luncheon  given  by  Sir  Thomas 
White,  Minister  of  Finance,  to  Lord 
Reading  at  the  Rideau  Club.  There 
were  present,  among  others.  Premier 
Borden,  Sir  Oeorge  Foster,  Sir  Hardman 
Lever,  of  the  British  Treasury,'  Sir 
Vincent  Meredith,  Sir  Kdmund  Walker, 
Sir  Frederick  Wllliamn-Taylor,  Sir  John 
Alrd,  .Sir  Qeorgre  Burns,  K.  L.  Pease,  C. 
A.  Bogert  and  H.  A.  Richardson., 

The  International  financial  situation 
was  fully  discussed,  and  particularly 
the  matter  of  the  establishment  of 
credit  In  Canada  for  the  purchase  of 
nupplles,  foodstuffs  and  grain,  by  the 
Imperial  Government. 

In  regard  to  the  financing  of  the 
Western  wheat  crop,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  exportable  surplus  Is  valued  at 
$350,000,000. 

Assurance  was  given  to  Lord  Read- 
ing that  within  the  limits  imposed  by 
Canadians  relating  to  th«  balance  of 
trade  and  Canada's  obligations  abroad 
(which  are  paid  for  by  the  sale  of  Can- 
adian commodities),  the  Dominion  Gov-

The  preservation  of  lU  newspaper 
ales,  which  constitute  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  sought-for  collections  ef 
the  New  York  Public  Library,  has  be- 
come f  problem  of  the  most  serious 
concern  to  the  bindery  of  that  instt- 
tutlon,  due  solely  to  the  rapid  deteri- 
oration in  the  quality  of  newa  prtat  pa- 
per manufactured  for  the  use  of  dally 
publications  In  recent  years. 

"Ws  have  made  a  long  and  exhaust- 
Ivs  search  for  a  process  which  would 
enable  us  to  preserve  for  all  time  "*^ths 
nswspaper  flies  of  the  Public  Library," 
said  Kdwin  H.  Anderson,  director.  "It 
Is  absolutely  essential  that  we  Ond  one. 
because  the  preservation  of  the  average 
newspaper  of  today,  printed  on  very  in- 
ferior grades  of  paper  as  compared  with 
news  print  paper  of  the  preceding  gen- 
eration, is  limited  to  but  flvs  or  ten 
years  if  the  flies  are  not  proteeUd 
otherwise  than  by  erdiaary  binding." 

The  deterioration  In  the  grades  ef 
news  prtot  paper  has  been  noticeable 
aver  since  the  introduction  of  the  wood 
pulp  process  about  ll»l,  says  Mr.  An- 
derson. The  flies  prior  to  that  date  are 
In  a  comparatively  perfect  state  of 
preservation.  One  may  turn  back,  for 
instance,  to  the  flies  of  The  New  York 
Times  of  April  1«.  1&«6,  and  read  the 
Washington  dispatch,  telling  of  the  as- 
sassination of  President  Lincoln,  and  he 
will  And  the  paper  about  as  flexible  as 
when  it  went  to  press,  the  only  sign  of 
age  being  a  discoloration.  gThe  print 
also  la  well  preserved  and  may  be  read 
without  more  eye  strain  than  a  recent 

tosue.

"Now  the  preservation  of  our  news- 
paper flUa  is  a  matter  to  which  I  at- 
tach considerable  importance,"  contin- 
ued Director  Anderson.  "They  are  Of 
immense  value  to  future  generations  as 
the  current  history  of  the<  present 'great 
war  epoch  and  they  will  bs  used  by 
.thousands  of  readers  years  hence  Just 
as  they  are  applied  for  today  by  thou- 
sands of  visitors  with  more  Immediate 
Interests. 

"It  Is  a  mistake  te  think  that  the 
newspaper  division  of  the  New  York 
Public  Library  Is  visited  in  moat  esses 
by  the  man  on  the  street  who  wishes 
merely  to  kill  time.  That  Is  by  no 
means  the  case.  You  have  no  idea  how 
many  lawyers  come  here  to  consult  the 
back  flies  of  the  various  newspapers -In- 
quest of  information  bearing  on  Utlge- 
tion.  From  Wall  Street  come  Investi- 
gators In  search  of  old  market  quota- 
tions and  commercial  reports  for  com- 
parative purposes.  Also  in  great  de- 
mand is  the  Information  furnished  by 
the  columns  of  birth,  death,  and  mar- 
riage notices.  Sometimes  the  reader  Is 
In  search  of  an  heir;  sometimes  It  Is 
a  mother  in  search  of  an  eloping 
daughter. 

Bippett  to  BolmtlMi 
"We  first  tried  dipping  the  news- 
papers In  a  solution,  but  that  was 
found  to  be  most  impracticable  because 
the  solution  became  hardened  when 
dried,  and  the  papers  were  so  brittle 
that  they  cracked.  Falling  in  other  ex- 
periments, we  sent  Inquiries  all  over 
the  United  States  and  to  many  of  the 
libraries  and  newspapers  of  Europe,  ask- 
ing whether  any  method  has  been  found 
for  prolonging  the  life  of  newspaper 
flics. 

"One  of  the  flrst  answers  I  remember 
came  from  Switzerland.  It  was  some- 
thing like  this: 

"  'We  are  looking  for  the  same  pro- 
cess.    If  you  And  it  let  us  know.* 

"In  substance  that  was  the  sum  of  all 
the  information  we  received  from  other 
places  queried,  so  the  investigation  of 
newspaper  preservatives  was  renewed 
once  more  In  New  York  City. 

"Recently  we  heard  of  the  produc- 
tion by  the  Japanese  of  a  very  thin 
tissue,  apparently  made  of  some  veget- 
able ttbrs  which  is  flner  than  silk.  The 
tissue  is  strong,  and  it  is  so  transparent 
that  when  laid  over  a  newspaper  ths 
print  is  very  legible.  Experiments  w4th 
this  tissue  so  far  have  Indlvated  It  may 
be  used  with  success.— Toronto  News.

One  of  the  biggest  private  gardens  In 
the  United  States  Is  that  which  sup- 
plies Vassar  College  with  vegetables  and 
fruit.  This  Is  the  oldest  of  the  large 
women's  colleges  in  the  United  States. 
Its  graduates  havs  university  standing 
In  all  parts  of  the  country  and  belong 
for  the  most  part  to  wealthy  families. 
There  are  eleven  hundred  students  and 
a  great  number  of  teachers  and  ser- 
vants. 

When,  last  April,  war  with  Germany 
was  declared,  and  a  campaign  of  In- 
creased production  Inaugurated,  the 
governing  bodies  of  Vassar  were  among 
the  flrst  to  respond.  Their  land  was 
there  ready  and   at  least  a  third   more 


worked  nearly  all  through  vacation. 
They  received  farm  hand's  wages  and 
havs  shewn  their  fellow  studsnta  thai 
there  Is  no  rsasen  why  women  ef  re« 
flnement  and  education  should  net  un^ 
dertake  farm  and  garden  work  IC  by 
that  means  they  can  help  to  wla  the 
war. 

In  Great  Britain,  the  girls,  many,  ef 
whom  have  been  gently  nurtured,  ap* 
showing  that  there  are  few  kinds  of 
manual  work  which  women  eannot  leam 
to  do  well.  In  the  forests  and  ship» 
yards  as  well  as  en  the  farms  their 
labor  Is  being  employed.  As  we  hava 
seen  they  are  taking  the  places  of  the 
flgbting  men  who  have  been  employee 
behind   the  lines. 

In  Canada  very  few  women  have  left 
their  wonted  employments  except  In 
rare  Instsnees.  They  hays  gathered 
fruit  and  worked  In  gardens.  Girls  are 
sager  to  undertake  clsrleal  work  but, 
except  in  the  munition  factories,  ftW 
have  engaged  in  hard  manual  labor. 

It  Is  quite  different  with  ths  married* 
women  whose  husbands  ars  at  th* 
front.  In  our  own  Provinoa.  'at  least; 
many  of  these  are  working  early  an4l 
late,  indoors  and  out,  that , their  hua* 
bantls  on  their  return  may  And  things 
Improved.  Some  of  these  women  ma^ 
be  met  In  the  market  cheerfully  adding 
the  sale  of  their  produce  to  the  wor§ 
of  ratoing  and  harvssting  it. 

Far  more  than  the  Vassar  students  dl| 
these  women  deserve  the  gratitude  4 
the  community.  Too  often  they  laboV 
with  aching  or  anxious  hearts,  as  well 
as  weary  bodies.

Klein,  RIgler,  O'Loughlin  and 
Evans  Have  Twice  Before 
Worked;  Together  In  World's 
Series. 


The  umpires  appolntad  for  the  world 
aeries  of  1917  are  William  J.  Klem  and 
Charles  Illgler,  National  League,  and 
Frank  O'Loughlin  and  WlUlam  0.  Kv- 
ans,  American  League.  All  of  these 
have  had  considerable  experience  as 
arbitera  of  play  In  the  World's  Chafti* 
plonshlp  contests.  This  quartet  worked 
together  in  1112  when  the  Boston  "Bfii 
Uox  defeated  the  Qiants  In  the  memor- 
able eight  game  series  and  again  In 
191S.  when  the  Boston  Americans  won 
four  out  of  Ave  games  from  the  Phila- 
delphia Nationals.  Now,  for  the  third 
time,  they  have  been  chosan  to  act  to- 
gether calling  balls  and  strikes:  mak- 
ing deolsions  on  the  bases,  and  watch- 
ing the  foul  lines,  each,  in  h'ls  turn  as 
the  sertea  proi^esses. 

Klem'a  first  experience  In  the  big 
baseball  feature  was  In  1901,  and  since 
'that  tlaie  only  two  world's  flags  have 
been  wvn  without  his  having  been  con- 
nected with  the  games  In  his  olBclal 
capacity.  The  ezpeptlona  were  the  bat- 
tles of  1910  and  last  year.  80  thai  the 
coming  series  will  be  the  elghnt  In 
which  he  will  have  takan  aiu  active 
part. 

O'LoufhliR  ante-dates  Klem  In  World 
Berlea  history,  a*  he  was  one  of  the 
umpires  In  tha  Chicago  series  of  1901. 
when  the  White  Sox  beat  the  Cubs  four 
out  of  six  games.  He  offlciated  again 
In  the  1909  series  between  Pittsburgh 
and  Detroit  whan  the  Pittsburgh  Na- 
tionals shut  out  tha  Tigers  In  the  aev- 
enth  gun*  atnd  won  the  championship. 
Then  iti  1911  and  1916  he  was  active, 
and  tha  coming  contest  will  mark  his 
fifth  appearaaoa  in  the  World  Berlea. 

Riglar  also  will  officiate  for  the  Itfth 
time  In  a  world's  ohampionshlp  strijiggle 
when  ha  stops  out  on  the  diamond  at 
Chicago.  In  1910,  together  with  Con- 
nolly. O'Dry  and  Sheridan,  he  umpired 
the  aerlea  between  the  Athletics  and 
Chicago  Nationals.  In  1913  he  was  ap- 
pointed for  the  New  Tork-Philadelphia 
Series,  while  In  1912  and  again  in  191S, 
he  and  the  other  three  umpires  who  are 
ofllciatlng  this  year  worked  together. 

Bvans  had  his  initial  experience  aa 
a  World  Serlos  arbttar  In  1909,  when  he 


worked  with  Johnstone,  Klem  and  £vans 
In  the  Pittsburgh-Detroit  series.  Then 
again  In  1913  and  1916  he  and  his  part- 
nera  of  this  year  made  up  the  umpiring 
stair,  which  has  been  reappointed  for  a 
third  term.

Doka  Kahanamoku,  the  Hawaiian 
awimmer,  who  again  amashed  records 
at  a  aaa«tioaed  national  swimming  meet 
!•  Honolulu  on  0«ptember  3.  i  and  •, 
and  who  still  remains  the  human 
aauatio  mdirvel,  baa  lived  practically 
all  of  his  life  since  a  wee  baby  in  the 
waters  o(  the  Paciflc  Ocean,  if  ever 
there  was  a  merman,  it  iu  the 
Duke."  for  he  was  born  close  to  the 
shores  of  the  famous  beach  at  Wal- 
klkL  Honolulu,  and  as  a  baby  paddled 
in  the  waters  of  the  coral  sand  beach. 
At  tha  age  of  four  he  was  swimming 
with  ease,  and  often  in  the  presence 
of  royalty,  for  his  father  was  a  Ha- 
waiian high  chief  of  ancient  regime, 
and  llvad  la  the  royal  palace  enclo- 
sure. 

It  was  tltU  fact  that  gave  Duke  his 
Cbristiao  naae  "Duke."  During  -the 
relge  of  Kamehamewa  v.,  in  i»«».  tho 
Duke  of  li^dinburgh  arrived  In  Honolulu 
and  was  the  guest  of  the  King,  residing 
at  the  royal  palace.  There  are  half  a 
'dosep  Uuportant  events  In  Hawaii's  his- 
tory which  are  stiU  referred  to  by  old- 
time  Uawallans  as  unusual  incidents, 
and  one  of  thaae  was  the  ISnglish  peer's 
visit  During  bis  sojourn  in  the  Ha- 
waiian oapital  a  son  was  born  to  a  high 
chief  and  obleftess,  whose  family  name 
was  XCabananoku.  The  son  was  named 
Duke  in  honor  of  the  visiting  peer,  who 
also  was  sponsor  at  the  christening. 
The  son  ot  the  first  Duke  Kahanamoku 
Is  our  present  Duke,  the  fastest  swim- 
ming human  In  all  the  world. 

U  IKodaat  IKaa 

Throughout  his  life  Duke  Ivahuna- 
moku  has  never  Indulged  in  smoking 
or  drinking,  and  in  spite  of  the  immense 
llonldng  which  has  been  his  due  since 
his  famous  victory  at  the  Stockholm 
QlymplQ  gamea  a  few  years  ago,  he  has 
kept  his  head  on  his  shoulders  and  is 
still  as  abstemious  as  ever.  The  result 
Is  a  perfect  physique  of  classic  propor- 
tions, organs  unimpaired  by  habits 
which  have  destroyed  so  many  athletes, 
a  modeat.  gentlemanly  young  fellow  in 
bis  20s,  who  Is  equally  at  home 
amongst  his  Hawaiian  people  or  tho 
vast  crowds  of  tourists  who  visit  Ha- 
waii throughout  the  year,  and  who,  at 
one  time  or  another,  visited  the  famous 
beach  at  WaikikI,  where  on  almost  any 
afternoon  ifie  Duke  may  be  seen  prac- 
ticing his  wonderful  strokes. 

Following  his  victory  at  Stockholm 
the  cttisans  of  Honolulu  presented  Dnke 
with  a  lot  near  Walkiki  Beach  and  a 
bungalow  home,  which  he  shares  with 
his  brothers,  sister  and  mother.  His 
brothers  are  almost  a  a  prominent  in 
local  swimming  as  himself,  and  one  of 
them  Is  now  a  lifeguard  at  WaikikI 
Beach,  employed  by  the  Outrigger  Club. 
Since  his  recent  victories  it  is  proponed 
to  make  Duke  Kahanamoku  a  perman- 
ent life  guard  at  the  beach. 

In  business  circles  Duke  Kahanamo- 
ku Is  a  member  of  the  stall  of  the  Pub- 
lic Worka  Department  of  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii.  As  an  Inspector  of  wharf 
buildings  his  dally  practice  calls  him 
to  the  waterfront,  where  in  addition 
to  inspection  he  has  become  an  expert 
diver.

In  his  September  performances  when 
he  raced  against  Norman  Ross,  whom  he 
defeated  in  the  60-yard,  his  time  wan 
3S  8-6  seconds  in  the  nnals  and  23  sec- 
onds In  the  first  heat. 

In  the  100-yard  race.  In  which  he  di- 
rectly competed  with  Ross  und  John 
Kalli,  another  Hawaiian,  his  time  was 
13  seconds,  breaking  bin  own  world  rec- 
ord of  it  1-5  seconds.  Vast  crowds 
witnessed  the  defeat  of  the  American, 
and  although  there  had  been  many 
chronic  copperheadn.  who  claimed  for  a 
year  or  more  that  Duke  had  gone  back, 
there  was  every  evidence  that  Duke  had 
lost  none  of  his  old  powers  and  was 
atlll  able  to  clip  fractions  of  seconds 
from  former  records.  Norman  Rons, 
immediately  after  the  great  lOO-yard 
race,  aald  of  Duke: 

"He  Is  the  greatest  swimmer  of  all 
time.  I  thought  I  could  win,  but  I  tak« 
oft  my  hat  to  the  dhamplon.  He  de- 
serves far  more  credit  for  his  great  re- 
cord. He  has  done  much  for  Hawaii, 
and  as  much  as  I  wanted  to  win,  I  can- 
not help  buf  Join  in  the  ovation  that 
has  been  tendered  to  him.  Duke  knows 
how  to  win  and  how  to  lose." 


NEW     YORK.     Oct.     t.— Out     of    tho 

forty-odd  players  of  the  Chicago  Amer- 
icans and  the  New  York  Nationals  who 
are  eligible  to  Uke  part  In  the  coming 
World  Series,  Just  ten  have  participated 
in  these  baseliall  clasaics  in  past  years. 
Tha  winners  of  the  American  Liea^ue 
pennant  number  three  such  contenders 
aanong  the  men  enrolled  upon  the  club 
roster,  while  the  New  York  Giants 
count  seven  players  w|k>  have  had  tboir 
bank  accounts  tnoreasod  as .  a  result  of 
their  shara  of  one  or^ore  auch  series. 
Although  the  Obloago  Club  partlol- 
'pated  la  the  series  of  190<,  not  one  of 
the  present  White  Box  data  back  to 
that  period,  and  the  three  man  who 
hold  World  Series  brackets  won  their 
honors  while  members  of  other  teams. 
Five  of  the  Giants'  World  Series  vet- 
erans gained  their  experience  In  these 
post-seasOn  contests  while  wearing  the 
uniforms  of  the  New  York  Club,  and 
two  as  members  of  other  National  or 
American   League   combinations. 

In  point  of  World  ^erles  service, 
second  baseman  Hddie  ColHna,  who  made 
the  sensational  Jump  from  the  Columbia 
University  nine  to  Connie  Mack's 
famous  Philadelphia  baseball  machine, 
liolds  the  record,  having  been  an  im- 
portant factor  in  four  such  series  while 
with  the  Athletics.  Arthur  fletcher 
and  Charley  Hersog,  stars  of  the 
Giants'  Indeid,  are  next  in  line,  having 
played  in  three  aeries  for  the  New  York 
Club.  Pitcher  Tesreau,  another  Giants, 
has  shared  in  tho  prise  money  of  two 
aeries,  while  Eddie  Murphy  also  flgured 
"tn  two  ^rhon^  wearing  the  Athletics 
colors,  as  did  Bobby  Byrne  In  the  uni- 
form of  the  Pittsburg  or  Philadelphia 
Nationals.  There  are  also  four  New 
York  Club  players  who  have  been 
through  one  such  campaign.  Demaree 
and  Burns  were  in  the  1913  series  for 
the  Giants,  while  Zimmerman  played 
for  the  Chicago  Nationals  in  the  series 
of  1910,  and  George  Gibson  for  the 
Pittsburg  Nationals  In  the  clash  of  1809 
against   Detroit.

"NEW  YORK,  Oct.  5.— When  the 
Chicago  -Vmericans  and  the  New  York 
Nationals,  renpectlve  winners  of  their 
league  championships,  meet  in  the 
opening  game  of  the  1917  World  Series 
at  Comiskey  Park,  Chicago,  today,  the 
contert  will  bring  together  teams  of 
virtually  equal  offensive  and  defensive 
strength.  So  far  as  it  Is  possible  to 
ascertain  in  advance,  there  is  little  If 
any  advantage  In  favor  of  one  orHhe 
other  combination.  An  analysl.i  of  the 
work  of  the  Individual  players  and  thp 
teams  as  units  shows  that  if'  there  is 
a  preference  in  one  division,  thls'ihar- 
gln  of  strength  Is  counterbalanced  by 
the  opponents'  edge  in  another  depart- 
ment of  the-  play. 

Both  the  White  Sox  and  the  Giants 
are  clubs  of  unusual  calibre,  with  bril- 
liant young  players  holding  down  cer- 
tain positlonH,  while  older  and  veteran 
professionals,  scattered  throughout  the 
combinations,  steady  the  teams  and  give 
that  touch  of  experience  necessary  to 
perfect  any  hnachine.  If  there  is  any 
outstanding  advantage  which  will  count 
in  the  contents  of  the  next  few  days. 
It  mey  be  that  the  preponderance  of 
players  who  have  taken  part  In  pre- 
vious World  Series  will  favor  the  New 
York  Giants.  Even  this  la  problema- 
tical, however,  for  the  history  of  this 
baseljail  classic  is  not  wanting  In  ex- 
amples where  youthful  players,  ^  un- 
noted by  fame,  have  proved  the  -stars 
and  deciding  factors  In  the  battle  for 
the   Inter-loague   championship. 

P'rom  every  angle  of  comparison,  the 
conclusion  Is  reached  that  the  series 
about  to  begin  will  prove  one  of  the 
most  exciting  and  closely  fought  since 
these  contests  were  taken  in  charge  by 
the  National  Commissidh  in  1905  and 
made  an  ahnual  climax  to  the  baseball 
season.  A  study  of  the  reoords  of  tlie 
players  and  the  teams  in  their  respec- 
tive leagues  develops  the  fact  that,  so 
far  a.-!  flguren  and  averages  can  dis- 
close, there  In  little  margin  of  advan- 
tage for  either  club.  Taking  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  teams  as  thay .  are  ex- 
pected to  entor  the  battle,  tho  statlstlcn 
nhow  that  the  Giants  aro  a  trifle 
stronger  In  hitting,  while  the  White 
Kox  have  a  few  pointa  the  batter  of  the 
flelding.  The  National  Leagvo  standard 
bearers  appear  to  have  the  edge  In 
double  plays,  but  the  Chicago  com- 
bination offsets  this  with  more  stolen 
bases,  indioatlBg  greater  speod  upon  the 
baselines. 

It  Is  one  of  the  axioms  of  the  World 
Series  play  that  the  winning  of  the 
first  game  carries  greater  weight  than 
the  mere  numerical  value  of  victory, 
and  for  this  reason  It  Is  customary  for 
tho  roanagors  of  the  rival  teams  to 
send  their  best  pitcher  to  tho  mound  In 
order  to  gain  the  lead  and  have  the 
:«aroe  twirler  available  for  the  third, 
fifth,  even  ieventh  game  should  the 
occasion  arloo.  For  this  roaaon  the 
general  expootatlon  Is  that  Manager 
Rowland  will  oolect  CIcotta  to  face  the 
Giants,  whila  Manager  McOraw  will 
depend   upon  Schupp. 

Both  these  twirlers  are  among  tho 
•tar  pitchors  of  their  leagooa,  with  re- 
markable records  for  the  ponnant  sea- 
son Juot  closod.  CIcotto  to  a  r|ght- 
handar  with  a  pitching  average  of  .667: 
oamed  run«  per  Innings  of  1.54;  snd 
close  to  1:0  strtke-outs  to  his  credit 
for  tho  yoar.  Schupp  lo  a  left-hander 
with  a  pttehing  avtrng*  ^  .731:  eamod 
runs  t>er  Inning  of  1.92  and  a  strlka-out 
rocord  which  at  tooat  eqoala  Ctootta'a. 


With  these  sensational  hurlers  working 
in  the  initial  game  and  the  other  divi- 
sions of  the  teams  as  evenly  matched 
as  the  accompanying  figures  would  ap- 
pear to  indicate,  it  can  easily  be  under- 
stood why  the  adherents  of  tha  rival 
clubs  are  loath  to  offer  odda  in  flnanal- 
aily  backing  their  belief  that  the  home 
combination  will  capture  four  of  the 
seven  games  necessary  to  clinch  the 
championship. 

The  appended  tabulations  show  the 
records,  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
1917  aeason,  of  the  players  who  are  ex- 
pected to  participate  In  the  opening 
game.  Tho  order  of  arrangement, 
however.  Is  not  the  same  as  will  ap- 
pear In  the  batting  order  for  the 
initial  contest.

One  local  angler,  who  tried  his 
luck  in  the  waters  of  Deep  Bay  on 
Thursday,  was  Well  pleased  with  his 
success,  running  into  a  nice  lot  of  spring 
salmon  grilse,  averaging  about  three 
I>ounds  apiece,  of  whioh  he  caught  about 
a  dozen.  Cowichan  Bay  Is  now  full  of 
cohoes  and  what  Is  more  to  the  point 
they  are  taking  the  spoon  well,  ten  or 
twelve  to  the  boat  in  a  day'sj  fishing 
being  nothing  remarkable.

The  Way  to  Cultivate  Land 


To  those  who  have  watted  tbe  trend 
of  agricultural  progress  during  tlie  past 
few  decades,  many  changes  will  i%ve 
been  noticed  In  tbe  methods  and  Ideas 
with  regard  to  farm  practices.  Tbe 
ever  laeransiag  scnrelty  of  labor  has 
resulted  In  tbe  advent  of  much  machin- 
ery, which  has  decreased  the  amount  of 
band  labor  neeessary  ea  the  farm,  nnd 
it  is  now  possible  to  i>erform  many 
operations  with  the  aid  of  horse  power 
and  machinery  that  were  origtaally  done 
by  man  power. 

In  no  other  phase  of  agricultural 
practice  have  there  been  grea^r  changes 
than  in  the  tillage  of  the  soil.  Apart 
from  any  newly  acquired  knowledge 
that  has  resulted  in  different  methods 
being  followed,  many  new  Implements 
have  been  devised  that  will  accomplish 
the  objects  sought  more  efllelently  and 
at  a  amaller  cost  than  was  orlglnalVg 
possible:  larger  machines  making  use  of 
a  greater  number  of  horses  per  man 
have  been  introduced,  and  in  some  cases 
whole  operations  are  entirely  omitted 
that  were  at  one  time  considered  neces- 
sary. 

Similarly  radical  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  ideas  and  practices  with 
regard  to  that  all  Important  tillage  op- 
eration, "plowing."  The  narrow,  highly 
turned,  comby  furrow  of  twenty-flve 
years  ago 'has  given  place  to  a  broader, 
heavier,  more  SQuarely  turned  furrow. 
Gang  plows  have  replaced  single  fur-, 
rowed  ones,  and  the  old  iron  plow  that 
put  on  a  toppy  flnish  with  a  high  polish 
is  rarely  seen  except  at  occasional  plow- 
ing matches.  In  some  cases  it  has  teen 
possible  to  dispense  with  plowing  alto- 
gether, it  i>elng  replaced  with  deep 
surface  tillage  with  heavy  cultivators 
and  disc  harrows.  These  changes  have 
been  necessary  and  desirable  on  account 
of  the  new  conditions  In  which  we  find 
ourselves  placed.  t>ut.  In  spite  of  this, 
plowing  is  still  the  txtslc  operation  of 
all  cultivation.  Thorough  and  deep,  sur- 
face tillage  may  occasionally  replace 
plowing,  but  cannot  displace  it  altoget- 
her, and  makes  It  still  more  Important 
that,  when  done,  plowing  must  ib«  well 
dona  « ,^_ —

PlowJng  is  slow  ana  expensive,  and 
this,  together  with  the  scarcity  of  labor, 
has  brought  about  a  far  too  prevalent 
Idea  that  time  spent  on  good  plowing  Is 
not  profitably  employed.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  a  great  deal  of  land  being 
merely  surface  scratched.  Instead  of 
properly  plowed.  Good  plowing  is  as 
essential  today  as  It  ever  was.  We  may 
get  along  with  fewer  plowings  on  cer- 
tain soils  and  under  eome  conditions, 
perhaps  yet  to  be  found  out.  We  may 
be  able  to  accompMsh  it  more  quickly 
by  turning  a  different  type  of  furrow, 
and  by  the  use  of  greater  power,  and  it 
may  be  that  when  we  understand  more 
fully  the  cultural  requirements  of  differ- 
ent soils,  our  Ideas  as  to  what  consti- 
tutes good  plowing  may  change  further, 
but  as  long  as  the  eradication  of  weeds 
and  the  economical  preparation  of  a 
good  seed  bed  are  prime  considerations, 
good  plowing  will  ho^  first  place  In  the 
D  M    A    A  U  4        O  -operations  of  tillage.    ^ 

PiNiAiAi Hopes   to     OOCUre  The   fundamental   object  of   tillage    U 

to  furnish  a  suitable  home  for  the  seed 
to  germinate,  for  the  plant  to  grow  and 
produce  a  crop.  This  Object  is  accom- 
plished by  the  ploW  through  the  pul- 
verisation of  the  soil,  the  kimng  of 
weeds,  the  aeration  of  the  soil,  and  by 
the  improvement  of  its  physical  con- 
dition  generally. 

Three  distinct  types  of  furrow  can  be 
used  on  the  farm  to  good  advantage, 
depending  on  the  object  sought,  and 
upon  the  conditions  desired.  These  are^ 
tlie  flat  furrow,  lap  furrow,  and  the  rol- 
ling furrow.  Kach  is  suited  to  a  par- 
ticular  purpose. 

In  flat  plowing  the  furrow  slice  is 
cut  broad  and  comparatively  shallow, 
and  when  turned,  it  lies  practically  in- 
verted on  the  sole  furrow  of  the  pre- 
ceding one.  This  results  in  an  aJI>sence 
of  open  spaces  below  and  between  the 
furrows,  and  on  that  account  this  type 
of  furrow  Is  particularly  adapted  to  the 
rapid  decomposition  of  the  sod.  It  is 
therefore  employed  when  meadows  are 
broken  up  immediately  after  haying, 
with  a  view  to  ridding  the  land  of  grass 
and  weeds  preparatory  to  seeding  it  to 
hoed  crop  the  following  year.  When 
this  style  of  furrow  is  used,  the  land 
requires  to  be  firmed,  either  with  a 
roller  or  soil  packer.  This  ensures  that 
the  furrow  slice  Is  brought  Into  still 
closer  contact  with  the  subsurface  soil 
and  makes  conditions  favorable  for  the 
rise  of  moisture,  which,  together  with 
the  heat,  renults  in  a  rapidly  decompos- 
ing nod.  This  rolling  or  packing  also

Cross   cmttvatloa 

These  cultivations  should  be  light  at 
first,  fdllowed  by  deeper  ones,  and  should 
be  made  lengthwise  of  the  lands.  Cross 
cBltlvatioa  at  this  time  may  look  to  be 
effective,  but  it  tears  up  the  sod.  thus 
preventing  Jt  from  decomi)oslng  and 
furthermore  makes  the  thorough  eradi- 
cation of  grass  and  weeds  a  very  diffi- 
cult task,  and,  therefore,  an  expensive 
one.  Land  handled  In  this  manner 
should  be  plowed  or  ribbed  up  in  the 
Fall,  especially  if  manure  has  been  ap- 
plied, L*  when  intended  for  roots.  The 
primary  object  when  this  style  of  fur- 
row is  used,  is  to  kill  weedM.  to  decom- 
pose the  sod.  and  to  make  conditions 
favorable  for  the  retention  of  moisture. 

Lap  furroiiF  ploughing  differs  essen- 
tially from  flat  furrow  plowing,  in  that 
the  furrow  slice  is  cut  de^p  and  com- 
paratively narrow,  and  when  turned, 
the  furrow  is  set  up  on  edge  and  over- 
laps the  previous  one.  This  is  the  com- 
monest type  of  plowing  on  the  farm, 
sad  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  Fall 
plowing  where  a  single  plowing  is  used. 
The  object  in  this  case  is  entirely  dif- 
ferent fr.om  where  flat  furrow  plowing 
Is  practised,  for  while  the  latter  Is  used 
with  a  view  to  decomposing  the  sod.  and 
of  killing  weeds  by  further  cultivation, 
the  former  is  Intended  to  do  as  much  of 
the  preparation  as  possible  with  one 
operation.  There  Is  little  greater  pul- 
verizing action  in  the  process  of  plow- 
ing, but  the  furrow  slice  Is  left  in  such 
a  iwsltlon  as  to  expose  the  greatest 
amount  of  surfi^ce,  and  to  -be  thus  most 
readily  acted  upon  by  the  frost.  Frost 
Is  a  most  effective  pulverizer,  and  in  - 
this  respect  plays  a  very  Important  part 
in  preparing  the  seed  bed.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  on  heavy  clay  soils  that 
are  not  properly  drained.  No  implement 
or  method  of  tillage  will  do  as  much  to 
prepare  such  soils  for  receiving  the  Heed 
as  will  their  thorough  exposure  to  frost. 
The  heavier  and  more  poorly  drained 
a  soli  Is,  the  greater  need  is  there  for 
the  pulverizing  action  of  the  frost,  and, 
consequently,     under     these     conditions.

XaksB  &arge  Air  Spaces 

The  fact  that  the  furrows  are  set 
up  In  this  type  of  plowing  makes  It 
possible  for  large  air  spaces  to  occur 
below  the  furrow  slice,  which  cause  the 
land  to  warm  up  and  dry  out  earlier  in 
the  Spring  without  incurring  the  danger 
of  the  soil  running,  baking  and  crutk- 
Ing.  This  danger  often  results  in  seri- 
ous injury  to  the  physical  condition  of 
the  soil,  especially  in  heavy  clay  types, 
when  they  are  properly  managed.  On 
account  of  these  comparatively  large 
air  spaces  underneath  the  furrow,  con- 
siderable work  Is  required  in  the  Bpring 
to  Arm  the  soil  and  to  provide  suitable 
moisture  connections  with  the  subsoil 
as  well  as  to  prevent  too  free  a  cir- 
culation of  air  through  the  soil.  Un- 
less this  is  done  the  crop  is  apt  to  suffer 
later  on  in  the  season  through  lack  of 
moisture.  Thli  is  particularly  true  in 
a  dry  season,  where  a  partial  crop  fail- 
ure often  results  unless  this  factor  has 
been  given  attention.  With  the  more 
extreme  types  of  lap  furrow,  even 
greater  care  must  be  taken  that  the 
soil  is  properly  firmed. 

The  lap  furrow  is  also  used  In  tho 
Spring  in  case  it  has  not  been  posHlblo 
to  do  the  plowing  in  the  Fall.  Here 
again  the  aims  Wought  are  quite  differ- 
ent from  those  of  Fall  plowing.  In  this 
case  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  do 
as  much  of  the  pulverizing  as  ftosslble, 
instead  of  getting  it  up  in  such  a  way 
as  to  allow  the  frost  to  do  that  work. 
For  this  purpose  a  different  type  of 
plow  Is  desirable.  One  that  has  bolder 
and  more  abrupt  curves  with  more  over- 
hang to  the  mouldboard,  will  accomplish 
the  work  more  efficiently  than  will  one 
having  long  easy  lines.  This  plowing 
should  be  broader  and  more  shallow 
(consequently  with  less  lap)  than  is  the 
<case  with  the  Fall  plowing,  as  tbe  sub- 
surfaoe  soil  is  colder  and  wetter  than 
is  the  top  soil.  Moreover,  deep  plowing 
in  the  Fall  allows  of  more  moisture 
being  held  and  absorbed  than  would  be 
the  case  if  shallow  plowing  were  prac- 
tised, a  factor  which  does  not  apply  in 
Spring   plowing. 

•oU  Veods  Atteatloa 

Soil  that  is  plowed  In  the  Spring  re- 
quires that  even  more  attention  be  given 
towards  Arming  It  than  is  the  case  with 
the  Fall  plowing.  On  account  of  the 
type  of  furrow  used,  the  top  soil  is  apt 
to  be  loose  and  open,  and  moreover  it 
has  not  had  the  same  opportunity  of 
settling  as  is  the  case  when  the  work 
has  been  done  in  the  Fall.  At  leant 
two  rollings  or  an  equivalent  amount 
of  packing,  followed  by  other  tillage 
operations  to  fine  the  surface  soil,  are 
as  a  rule  necessary  before  the  land  is 
in  proper  condition  for  seeding. 

Wllen  long  stubble,  weeds  or  a  green 
manure  crop  is  to  be  turned  under,  the 
rolling  furrow  will  prove  the  most  effec- 
tive. In  this  style  of  plowing  the  fur- 
row Is  turned  over  in  such  a  way  as  to 
cover  the  material  as  near  completely 
as  possible.  It  is  accomplished  by  hold- 
ing the  plow  at  an  angle,  setting  it  to 
cut  rather  deeply  and  by  putting  some 
pressure  on  the  handles.  Such  plowing 
results  in  the  soil  being  so  completely 
pulverized  that  no  crest  is  left  on  the 
furrow  slice.  This  style  should  not  bo 
used  Iti  the  Fall  except  on  light  soIIk, 
for  on  heavy  land  the  pulverized  noil 
would  run  together  and  bake.  Followe;' 
by  the  packer  and  harrows  it  results  In 
the  optimum  conditions  for  the  decom- 
position of  the  material  turned  under 
and  makes  the  land  fit  for  further  treat- 
ment very  efficiently  and  in  the  shortest 
time  possible. 

Three  distinct  types  of  plowing  can 
thus  be  used  to  advantage,  depending 
on  the  time  the  work  Is  done  and  the 
objects  sought.  Kach  Is  suited  to  Its 
particular  purpose.  Shallow  flat  plow- 
ing is  best  suited  to  being  used  wh«re 
sod  land  is  broken  up  in  July  and 
August  In  preparation  for  a  hoed  crop 
the  following  year.  Deep  lap  furrow 
plowing  is  most  useful  In  Fall  plowing, 
so  that  the  furrow  slice  may  be  exposed 
to   the   frost. — Hamilton   Spectator.

A  Hashish  Dream 

Correspondent  to  New  York  Times  Tells  of  Ex- 
perience in  Island  City  During  Bombard- 
ment by  Austrian  Airplanes — Cool- 
ness o^Italian  Naval  Captain 


1  have  Juflt  paaMd  throuvb  a  hashkih 
drA^m.  ti  h*m  bam  a  cataiclyam  of

After  oiv  thrllUns  ^daya  and  nishta 
along  the  Italian  front  In  Austria.  I 
dropped  off  <the  train  £t  Venice  to  cet 
a  food  nigtilfm  rest.  Venice,  aa  I  have 
understood  it.  la  a  mild  opiate,  and  good 
for  takinc  wlien  the  nervoua  ayatem 
naeda  repoaa.  And  Venice,  no  nuitter 
what. the  time  of  Uklns— In  peace  or 
war.  under  air  ralda.  or  only  drifting 
In  the  >  moonlight  on  the  srand  canal — 
alwaya  ren[^alna  a  wonderful  and  mem- 
o^tbble  dream.  I  toelleva  that,  after 
Paris,  no  city  In  all  the  world  atrlkea 
the  imagination  of  Americans  ao  much 
aa  Venice.  Next  to  Parla  they  would 
dl)illke  most  to  see  Venice  destroyed  by 
an  enemy.  Therefore,  I  ahall  attempt 
to  describe  my  night  there  under  Aus- 
trian bombs  exactly  as  It  happened. 
Just  at  midnight  I  glanced  at  my 
watch.  About  a  fifth  of  a  second  after 
midnight  the  electricity  went  off,  and 
ai  the  window  abutters  were  closed 
tifhtly,  according  to  orders,  I  waa  In 
pitch    darkness. 

i"Air  raid,"  1  said  to  myself,  and  then 
lay  back  on  the  piUowatto  wait  for  the 
aound  of  the  signal  guo.  It  came  in  a 
▼ery  few  seconds.  Before  turning  in  I 
had  the  forethought  to  place  my  clothes 
where  I  could  get  at  them  in  the  dark, 
and  even  as  I  furabled  ftbout  a  knock 
came  totha  door  with  the  announce- 
ment that  the  attack  had  begun.  I 
pushed  oi>en  the  abutters  to  permit  a 
ray  of  moonlight  to  aid  ray  dressing.

As  I  wattched  hell's  overture  began. 
There  weret  sharp  flashes  all  along  the 
ahore  line  from  the  direction  of  the 
L4do.  and  a  series^  of  rapid  explosions 
that  made  jagged  patches  of  Instantan- 
eous light  square  In  tlte  path  of  the 
moon.  It  seemed  aa  If  the  xuns  were 
Himlng  atUhe  moon.  So  I  watched  that 
atrial   body   Intently. 

Added  to  the  roar  of  the  breaking 
ahrapnel  came  the  sharp  bark  of  ma- 
chine guns  across  the  canal,  almost 
opposite  my  window.  I  could  see  long, 
horizontal  aheets  of  flame,  with  un- 
shaken reflection  In  the  atlU  waters. 
The  flames  came  and  went  exactly  like 
teleirraph  signals,  and  then  disappeared, 
to  be  token  up  a«ain  a  little  dlxtance 
farther  along  the  shore  by  another  col- 
lection of  machine  guns. 

I  turned  back  to  the  moon.  A  black 
line  suddenly  darted  straight  across  it. 
I  looked  higher  Into  the  heavens  and 
then,  directly  ai>verhead,  I  could  make 
out  the  Invadlngl  airplanes.  But  despite 
the  brilliancy  of  night,  th^y  were  prob- 
ably too  Jiigh  up.  I  remembered  that 
black  line  darttpg  across  the  path  of 
the  moon,  so  I  fumbled  In  a  suitcase 
for  my  glasses.  Then  I  looked  ag^ln. 
Another '  black  lln£  darted  across  but 
this  time-  I  could  plainly  see  that  It 
was   an   airplane.

I  started  vback  quickly,  for  something 
had  crashed^  down  on  the  sidewalk  be- 
fore me.  In^nty  interest  or  excitement, 
or  both,  I  \ftaui  forgotten  the  fact  that 
fihrapnel,  encn  friendly,  when  it 
up  Is  bound  to  come  down,  and  In  that 
case  becomes  dangerous.  I  partially 
closed  the  shuttenr  and  peered  out  at 
the  sidewalk.  Something  else  crashed 
artd  struck  Are  frosn  the  stones.  I  de- 
cided to  go  below,  U  waa  quite  likely 
that  SOS*  of  that  shrapnel  might  enter 
my  window. 

Up  to  this  point  I  had  not  yet  heard 
the  familiar  sound -of  an  exploding  aero 
bomb,  but  while  descending  the  stair- 
way I  got  It  even  ubovn  the  roar  of  the 
throe-incli  cannon  and  machine  Kuns. 
which  hHd  now  become  an  unending  roll 
of  thunder,  with  never«a  break  In  their 
awful    momotony. 

After  I  reached  the  lobby  1  reflected, 
during  a  search  for  "the  safest  place" 
on  the  good  fortune  and  bad  fortune 
of  Venice  during  an  air  raid.  Uood- 
fbrtune  is  thait  at  least  two-thirds  of 
the  city's  area  Is  taken  up  by  canals 
and  lagoons.  Therefore  H  is  always 
sa/e  to  assume  that  two-<thlrdR  of  the 
hoQiJjs  will  fall  In  water  and  do  no 
harm.  On  the  other  hand.  Venice  in 
unfortunate  in  the.  fact  tSiat  there  is 
not  a  cellar  In  the "^ttre  pl4ce;  On 
npoount  of  tha  water  the  irround  floor 
la  the  lowest  floor  down  thaX  one  can 
gp.  Another  dlfllculty  Is  that  the 
ancient  house  construction  v«ry  often 
left  the  Karden  space  In  th^  centre,  sur- 
rounded by  four  walls.  Mllny  old  pa- 
laces, when  modernised,  acquired  itlass 
roofs  over  these  central  spaces.  My, 
hotel  was  one  of  these  ancient  palacetf 
mad*  new.

.  An  Italian  nbv»l  captain  strolled 
leisurely  in  and  seated  himself  before  a 
amall  table.  I  ahall  never  forget  that 
man.  how  he  looked  and  the  things  ho 
■aid.  He  was  a  magnlflcent  specimen, 
quite  tall,  aa  Italian  naval  men  fre- 
quently are.  He  was  immaculately 
dressed,  the  gold  stars  of  hla  rank, 
braided  on  thn  shoulders,  giving  him 
added  distinction. 

He  nodded  to  me  as  he  entered,  then 
later  turned  and  spoke  in  faultless  Kng- 
llah,  saying  he  took  me  to  be  an  Amer- 
ican.     After   that   we  had   conversation. 


He  had  been  to  the  theatre,  he  tuld  me. 
and.  even  though  in  a  hurry  to  get  back 
to  his  ship,  he  had  waited  after  the 
Arst  alarm  for  everyone  to  go  home  or 
to  shelters,  "In  order  not  to  give  a  bad 
example  by  undue  haate,"  aa  J>e  ex- 
pr eased   It. 

Then  he  had  taken  a  gondola  for  his 
ship.  After  a  short  ride  he  had  seen 
It  was  ImpoaeiMe  to  get  there  through 
the  storm  of  pelting  ahrapnel,  and  had 
been  warned  ashore  by  a  soldier. 

"So  I  came  in  here,"  he  added.

During  the  lull  the  captain  sealed  his 
letters,  pushed  back  his  chair,  and  came 
and  atood  before  me.  He  yawned,  then 
ejaculated:    "What  a  beastly  nuisance!" 

That  was  an  he  said,  but  it  was  such 
a  strange  commonplace  for  that  scene 
that  I  began  to  laugh.  He  seemed  to 
understand,   for   then  he  laughed,   too. 

"Come  on,"  he  said,  "let'a  go  out  and 
have   a   look."

As  we  .stood  la  the  doorway  the  antl- 
alreraft  gune  eeemed  to  redouble  their 
actlvttlee.  '^e  peered  from  time  to  time 
and  could  see  nothin*  In  the  aky,  but 
tliere  was  never  a  aecond  of  silence. 
The  hotel  now  shook  to  Its  foundations 
a«  the  aero  bombs  exploded  in  the 
vicinity,  and  the  heavens  seemed  about 
to  break  apart,  ao  thick  were  the  great 
patches  of  flame,  from  exploding 
shrapneL 

The  shoves  of  the  lagoon  across  from 
ua  were  now  a  constant  line  of  streaked 
flame.  The  flashes  from  the  shore  line 
of  the  Lido  were  ao  bright  that  the 
rigging  of  ahlps  In  the  hart>or  was  con- 
stantly visible,  while  from  out  on  the 
Adriatic  and  from  the  land  the  bat> 
terlea  down  the  coast  came  the  dull, 
sudden  roar  of  giant  guna, 

■aeay  SMs  Bolder 

Above  all  the  conflagration  and  noise 
there  entered  a  new  and  alnlsfer  note, 
worse  even  than  the  aound  of  the  drop- 
ping bombs,  that  was  so  easily  dis- 
tinguishable from  shells.  The  captain 
seised  my  arm  and  aald.  "LJsten." 

I  listened  and  beard  the  whirring 
sounds  of  airplane  motors,  which  meant 
that  the  enemy  had  ibecome  braver  de- 
spite the  demonatratlon  against  them, 
and  were  circling  down  close  to  the 
city.  A  bomb  exploded,  seemingly  a 
hundred  yards  to  our  right.  I  thought 
of  the  ducal  palace  of  the  Tlntorettos, 
of  the  celling  that  Is  one  of  the  glorlea 
of  the  world.* 

Another  bomb  fell  slightly  farther 
off,  and  I  thought  of  the  frescoes  of 
St.  Mark's,  of  the  wonderful  horses  on 
the  roof  of  the  Campanile  and  the  fa- 
mous lion  that  guards  the  entrance  of 
the  piazxa,  which  symbolizes  the  Venice 
of  the  past  and  the  Venice  of  always. 
My  reflections  came  to  an  end  when  a 
bomb  fell  directly  In  front  of  ua  and 
about  fifty  yards  away  and  splashed 
the  waters  of  the  canal.  We  could  hear 
the  whirr  of  the  motors  and  the  bat- 
teries and  machine  guns  be«an  concen- 
trating over  our  heads.  The  result  was 
a  veritable  storm  of  shrapnel  and  bul- 
lets. That  settled  our  sight-seeing. 
It  was  2:30,  and  the  captain  com- 
plained bitterly  that  such  occasions  as 
these  were  caOslng  him  to  lose  sleep. 
This  raid  was  lasting  far  longer  than 
usual. 

Then  came  a  silence  that  was  un- 
canny and  profound.  The  raid  was 
finished  and  had  been  the  longest  on 
record,  lasting  Just  three  hours. 

Yes,  the  hashish  dream  was  ended 
and  I  could  go  to  'rest.  As  I  entered 
the  hotel  I  heard  again  the  doleful 
cry:  "Per  I'arla!  Buona  guardla!"—

Canada  at  the  Crossways

The  clouds  are  still  low  over  the  po- 
litical .horizon  of  Canada,  and  the  pros- 
pect of  their  breaking  to  a  clearing  sky 
seems  remote.  Many  elements  unite  In 
them.  Canada  has  had  iMtrty  govern- 
ment all  through  the  war — the  govern- 
ment of  the  Conservative  party  which 
waa  formed  by  Sir  Robert  Borden  after 
his  victory  on  the  question  of  "reci- 
procity" at  the  end  of  1911.  That  con- 
troversy seems  very  remote  now  that 
the  United  States  Is  an  Ally  power.  It 
is  only  natural  that  the  Inspiration  of 
the  victory  which  It  gave  to  the  Con- 
servatives should  have  weakeijed.  Not, 
as  our  Canadian  correspondent  showed 
yesterday,  that  Canada  was  wrong  to 
reject  the  Reciprocity  Agreement  of 
1911;  but  "many  of  the  old  appeals  and 
arguments  must  go  to  the  scrap  heap." 
Parliament  In  Canada  is  stale.  In  the 
goes  4  ordinary  course  there  would  have  been 
a  general  election  in  1916,  but  it  was 
postponed'  by  mutual  consent  between 
the  parties.  The  natural  corollary  of 
that  truce  would  have  been,  as  in  this 
country,  an  agreement  to  fill  vacancies 
by  giving  each  seat,  without  a  contest, 
to  the  party  that  held  it  when  It  be- 
came vacant.  There  was  such  a  tacit 
agreement  when  the  war  began.  It 
broke  dowij  after  the  first  year,  how- 
ever, and  since  then  there  has  been  no 
attempt  to  fill  vacancies.  The  result  Is 
that  there  are  twenty-two  empty  seats. 
Any  parliament  would  lose  In  author- 
ity by  such  a  reduction  of  Its  normal 
membership,  and  moreover  the  Cana- 
dian Parliament  elected  In  1911  was,  as 
It  happened,  particularly  liable  to  the 
charge  of  not  being  representative  of 
the  whole  country.  Admittedly  the 
Western  provinces  are  entitled  to  twen- 
ty additional  seats.  They  have  been 
under-represented  for  ten  years.  The 
last  redistribution  scheme  would  have 
remedied  this,  but  it  has  never  become 
effective. 

Vast  Control  Own  YarUC 
bur  correspondent  showed  very  clear- 
ly, in  the  article  which  we  published 
yesterday,  the  effect  of  this  under-rep- 
resentatlon  of  the  West.  "The  Domin- 
ion must  control  its  own  tariff.. but  na- 
tional unity  will  •  necessitate  greater 
consideration  for  Western  feeling.  Al- 
though free  trade  for  the  Dominion  is 
impossible,  there  are  perhaps  some 
forty-year-old  'infant  industries'  that 
we  could  afford  to  wean.  The  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Absoclatlon  will  be  less 
influential  at  Ottawa  in  the  future.  It 
will  always  be  legitimate  to  reserve  our 
natural  resources  primarily  for  the 
benefit  of  Canada  and  the  Empire,  but 
subject  to  that  condition  there  Is  much 
room  for  tariff  revision  In  the  interest 
of  the  Western  provinces."  All  this 
may  seem  to  have  little  enough  to  do 
with  the  answer  that  Canada  must  give 
to  the  question  whether  she  will  have 
compulsory  military  service  or  not.  yet 
in  fact  it  has  a  very  great  deal  to  do 
with  it.  The  Liberals  of  the  West,  if 
their   representatives  In  Parliament  can 
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speak  for  them,  are  in  favor  of  con- 
scription. But  they  have  refused  to 
vote  for  an  extension  of  the  life  of 
Parliament  for  another  year;  they  have 
made  a  general  election  In  the  Autumn 
certain;  and  they  show  little  disposi- 
tion to  join  the  Conservatives  in  a  co- 
alition government  under  Sir  Robert 
Borden  or  another  agreed  leader.  The 
attitude  of  the  Western  Liberals  to- 
wards coalition  is  one  of  the  most  puz- 
zling elements  In  a  complex  political 
crisis.  Supporting  conscription,  they 
might  naturally  have  been  expected  to 
be  willing  to  Join  the  Conservatives  In 
a  new  combination.  Tet  our  corre- 
spondent tells  us  today  that,  though  the 
attempt  to  stampede '  the  present  con- 
vention of  Western  Liberals  in  favor  of 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  has  failed,  the  pre- 
vailing sentiment  is  still  against  coali- 
tion with  the  Conservatives.  It  Is  all 
another  proof  of  the  difficulty  and  the 
risk  of  attempting  to  judge  political 
conditions  in  a  Dominion  without  Inti- 
mate knowledge  of  local  circumstances. 
But  that  does  not  make  it  any  less  ne- 
cessary for  people  in.  this  country  to 
attempt  to  understand  what  Is  going  on 
in  Canada,  and  there  are  moments  when 
local  circumstances  may  dangerously 
obscure  principles  that  have  far  more 
than  a  local   importance. 

Vot  Merely  Bomestlo 

We  hesitate,  as  we  always  Iicsltato 
.at  moments  like  this,  to  .seem  to  Inter- 
fere by  comment,  but  the  Interest  of 
this  particular  situation  is  not  merely 
domestic  The  war  policy  of  Canada 
Is  in  the  hands  of  the  pro-conscription 
Liberals,  who  are  mainly  the  Western 
Liberals.  "There  are."  our  Canadian 
correspondent  said  yesterday,  "no  more 
devoted  patriots  than  Knglish-speaklng 
Liberals."  The  question  for  them  at 
the  moment  is  not  whether  they  will 
follow  what  they  believe  to  be  the  path 
of  patriotism — they  are  certain  to  do 
that — but  how  to  decide  rightly  what 
the  path  of  patriotism  is.  Their  deci- 
«lon  will  be  immensely  important,  not 
only  for  Canada,  bfct  for  the  Kmpire 
and  the  whole  civilised  world.  It  real- 
ly revolves  Itself  into  a  very  simple 
LsKiio.  Thej^  are  In  favor  of  compulsory 
Her,  ice.  How  are  they  to  ensure  com- 
pulsion for  Canada  In  the  speediest  and 
most  effective  way?  The  compulsion 
bill  has  passed  the  Canadian  Parlia- 
ment. There  is  to  be  a  general  election 
not  later  than  October.  If  a  combined 
government  of  Conservatives  and  pro- 
conscription  Liberals  can  be  formed 
soon,  then  the  result  of  the  elections 
Is  a  foregone  conclusion,  and  there  can 
hardly  be  a  doubt  that  conscription  will 
be  accepted  by  the  country  as  Inevit- 
able. If  such  a  government  cannot  be 
formed,  what  then?  First,  the  cnm- 
pnlslon  bill  will  he  law,  but  It  can 
hardly  have  much  effect  till  after  the 
elections.  The  elections,  too,  will  be  I 
bitter  and  hard  fought,  with  the  Bor- 
den Oovernmcnt  In  Imminent  risk  of  de- 
feat (if  recent  provincial  elections  nre 
any  gulden,  but  In  risk  of  defeat  by  a 
combination  which  must  split  at  the 
moment  of  victory  on  the  rock  of  con- 
scription. All  this  is  not  only  a  pos- 
sibility: If  we  are  to  judge  by  the  In- 
formation that  we  are.  receiving  from 
Canada,  It  Is  more  likely  to  happen 
than  arfythlng  else.  Frankly,  it  seems 
to  us  a  most  lamentable  state  of  af- 
fairs.    It   means  delaying   conscription:

The  general 
belief  of  editorial  observers,  liowever,  seems  to  be  that  the  mysterious  "organization"  op- 
erated by  bombarding  the  legislators  with  telegrams.  Senator  Wadswor^h,  of  New  York, 
declares  that  "about  the  time  Bernstorff  sent  that  message  I  received  four  hundred  telegrams 
in  one  day."

Portland  Looks  for  Light  Im- 
portations of  Australian 
Grain — California  Expected 
to  Take  Cargoes. 


PORTLAKD.  Or*..  Oct.  S.— Grain  deal- 
ers here  do  not  fe«r  that  importations 
of  wheat  from  Australia  will  c/'owd  do- 
rooatic  wbaat  out  of  the  Coast  markat 
Ho  Car  aa  la  kaown  locally  only  one 
amall  aalUnir  ship  cargo  la  enroute  to 
Portland.  It  was  dispatched  before  the 
Clovorninent  wheat  price  was  fixed  and 
was  sold  to  arrive. 

Sevaial  shipments  of  wheat  from  Aus- 
tralia hava  already  reached  Ban  Kraa- 
cisco.  and  It  is  held  that  with  a  I3.1# 
price  there  acainst  92.0S  here,  the  south- 
em  port  would  be  the  logical  market 
for  Australian  wheat.  Northwestern 
wheat  In  Ban  I<>anclsco  Is  worth  12.20, 
with  the  freight  added,  and  this,  it  is 
thought,  would  make  the  foreign  wheat 
mo^e  acceptable  to  California  millers, 
particularly  as  it  corresponds  closely  in 
quality  td  the  bluestem  grown  here.

Australia  has  a  reserve  stock  of  about 
1 53.000.009  bushels  of  wheat  and  is  hav- 
ing difllculty  in  m<lving  it  to  Kurope  di- 
rect. No  doubt  a  large  part  of  it  would 
be  diverted  here  and  thus  release  a  cor- 
responding amount  of  American  wheat 
for  use  by  the^Allies  if  tonnage  on  |he 
Pacific  could  be  had.  The  scarcity  of 
bottoms,  however.  Is  more  acute  on  this 
aide  than  on  the  Atlantic. 

The  mills  on  the  Coast,  even  Is  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  Australian  wheat 
were  imported,  it  Is  declared,  could  han- 
dle the  bualness.  In  the  Pacific  North- 
west the  mills  have  a  capacity  of  about 
a  million  and  a  third  barrels  a  month, 
which  allows  for  a  considerable  leeway 
after  taking  care  of  the  home  crop.

SEATTLE.  Oct.  6.— While  practically 
all  of  the  wooden  shipbuilding  plants 
remain  more  or  less  idle  as  the  result 
of  the  sympathetic  lumber  atrike,  the 
past  several  days  have  been  marked  by 
the  placing  of  several  important  con- 
tracts for  wood  ship  construction,  the 
most  important  of  which  was  the  ac- 
quisition of  a  contract  for  six  wooden 
vessels  for  Norwegian  interests  by  the 
Bandstrom.  Shipbuilding  Company.  The 
six  vessels,  it  is  understood,  will  cost 
approximately  |2,000,000. 

While  the  oftieials  of  this  company 
admitted  the  closing  of  the  contracts, 
they  were  reticent  as  to  details.  The 
contracts.  It  is  understood,  call  for  ves- 
sels between  3,600  and  4,600  tons  capa> 
city,  and  are  to  be  delivered  by  July, 
1918,  limited  extensions  in  the  time  of 
delivery  being  made  for  labor  troubles 
such  as  now  affect  that  plant,  among 
the  numerous  others  in  this  city  and 
vicinity.

The  Sandstrom  Company  has  been 
completely  reorganized,  as  a  result  of 
which  the  company  plans  to  enter  the 
shipbuilding  business  on  a  more  exten- 
sive acale.  The  site  now  embraces 
four  shipways,  and  four  vessels  under 
construction  were  well  along  in  frame 
when  the  sMpyard  strike  over  the  lum* 
her  controversy  brought  about  a  tcm- 
pofafy  cessation  of  '  operations.  Just 
when  the  plant  will  resume  is  not 
stated,  aa  the  officials  declined  to  dis- 
cuss the  strike  situation.       ^

It  Is  understood  quite  generally  in 
shipbuilding  circles  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  foreign  contracts,  notably  for 
wooden  ships,  arc  likely  to  be  placed 
here  in  the  immediate  future.  Whether 
these  contracts  will  be  affected  by  the 
federal  commandeering  order  is  a  ques- 
tion that  does  not  seem  to  Interfere 
with  the  activities  of  the  brokers 
through  Whom  the  orders  are  being 
passed. 

For  many  weeks  a-number  of  foreign 
ship  contracts  have  been  awaiting  the 
assent  of  the  builders  to  undertake  the 
work,  and  the  closing  of  these  con- 
tracts with  the  Sandstrom  yard,  to- 
gether with  the  letting  of  contracts  for 
four  additional  vessels  to  the  Klliott 
Bay  Yacht  *  Engine  Company  several 
days  ago,  indicates  a  resumption  of  ac- 
tivities on  a  large  scale.

Capt.  J.  W.  Troup  Promises 
Delegation  Representing  the 
Two  Cities  Earnest  Consid- 
eration of  Proposal. 


If  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Anda 
the  plan  feaaible.  direct  steam  com- 
munication  between  Victoria  and  Ta- 
coma  may  shortly  be  a  thing  of  fact 

A  delegation  from  the  Puget  Bound 
city  talked  the  proposition  over  yester- 
day with  a  representative  committee  of 
Victoria  business  men.  and  the  case  was 
later  put  up  to  Capt.  J.  W.  Troup,  man- 
ager of  tha  B.  C.  Coast  Service  of  the 
p.  P.  R. '  Capt.  Troup  prontlaed  tiiat 
the  plan  would  have  the  immediate  and 
earnest  consideration  of  the  company, 
althouglf  he  himself  could  not  yet  pro- 
nounce an  opinion  one  way  or  the  other. 
He  foreaaw  the  advantagea  of  the  pro- 
posed service,  but  questioned  whether 
it  would  oe  good  policy  to  Initiate  it  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  when  tourist 
travel  naturally  was  beginning  to  de- 
crease.

Mr.    Archibald,    oncer    la    Charge.    Quotes 
Figures   to    Hbow    Its    EfTlrlcat    Work- 
ing—Few    Slip    Back 


WINNIPEG.  Oct.  5.  —  W.  P.  Archi- 
bald, of  the  Department  of  Justice,  Ot- 
tawa, who  is  In  the  West  on  his  annual 
inspection  of  the  penitentiaries  of  the 
Dominion,  in  an  interview  last  night, 
Kpoke  with  great  enthusiasm  and  optim- 
ism of  the  success  of  the  parole  sys- 
tem. 

"Men  on  patVoI  are  doing  exception- 
ally well,"  he  said,  "and  we  have  few 
complaints.  In  the  eighteen  years  since 
the  inception  of  the  work,  we  have  re- 
leaned  on  parole  10,214  prisoners  from 
the  various  Institutl&ns  of  punishment 
In  the  Dominion.  From  this  number 
374  licences  have  been  revoked  for  non- 
compliance with  conditions  of  licence, 
or  3.«8  per  cent.  The  number  of  li- 
cences forfeited  for  subsequent  convic- 
tions Is  260,  or  2.53  per  cent,  making  a 
total  of  losses  to  the  system  of  034,  or 
«.19  per  cent." 

Mr.  Archibald  added  that  11,711  per- 
sons have  completed  their  probation  and 
are  now  enjoying  full  citlienshlp..  He 
also  stated  that  since  the  outbreak  ot 
war  422  men  who  had  obtained,  their  re- 
lease on  parole  volunteered  for  over- 
seas service  and  had  done  ex<fellent 
work,  some  having  risen  from  the  ranks 
to  commissioned  officers,  while  others 
have  been  mentioned  In  dispatches  for 
bravery  and  distinguished  conduct,  sub- 
sequently receiving  the  D.   8.   O.

Calling  attention  to  the  great  demand 
there  is  for  men  in  the  mining  and ' 
metallurgical  Industries,  and  to  the  pre- 
parationa  of  the  College  of  Mines  of 
the  University  of  Waahington,  Seattle, 
for  vigorous  work  in  this  connection. 
The  University  Nea's  Letter  publishes 
the  following  in  its  la.it  Issue; 

"Machli^ery  for  the  flotation  of  ores 
aad  for  electro-metallurgical  experi- 
mentation and  testing  is  being  added 
to  the  college  of  mines  at  th(f  Univer- 
sity of  Washington,  in  preparation  for 
a  year  that  the  war  has  made  a  remark- 
able one  In  mining. 

"Opportunities  for  youpg  men  in  the 
mining  and  metallurgical  industries  are 
greater  than  ever  before.  The  high 
prices  of  all  metals  and  mineral  pro- 
ducts, and  the  general  Increased  pros- 
perity of  the  industry,  are  causing  an 
unprecedented  demand  for  techftically 
trained  men.  All  classes  from  common 
laTiorers  to  mining  englheers  are  gelHifg 
uncommonly   high  wages. 

"Many  skilled  men  have  been  drawn 
Into  the  war  zone  from  the  mining,  mill- 
ing and  metallurgical  plants  of  the 
country.  Thalr  places  must  be  filled. 
The  advisory  board  of  the  college  of 
mines  has  Issued  a  statement  that  the 
mining  companies  of  America,  the  prom- 
inent mining  engineers,  and  the  war  ad- 
visory boards  are  urging  young  men  to 
contlnle  mining  studies,  or  begin  them, 
so  that  after  the  war  work  may  pro- 
ceed without  Interruption." 

Those  of  British  Columbia,  and  es- 
pecially of  the  eoast  district,  who  in- 
tend to  study  mining,  are  reminded  that 
the  University  of  British  Columbia,  at 
Vancouver,  Is  also  equipped  with  fa- 
cilities for  courses  In  mining  and  metal- 
lurgy.

AMSTERDAM.  Oct..  6.— A  dispatch 
trom  Berlin  received  here  deacribes 
French  aerial  raida  on  Oerman  towna 
on  Tuesday  niaht.  It  aaya  that  one  air- 
man dropped  alx  bomha  near  Keurbach, 
near  StottKart,  and  that  amall  damaae 
waa  done  and  there  were  no  casualtlea. 

Ten  airmen  comlns  from  aouthern  and 
weatefn  dlroctiona  attacked  Krankfort- 
on-tha-Main.  Most  of  the  bomba  are 
<.-Uimed  to  have  fallen  harmleasly  out- 
side the  town,  but  others  fell  at  places 
within  the  city  boundary,  the  damave 
Lelng  small.  Five  peraona  were  In- 
jured.

In  Liorralne,  the  dispatch  says,  the  In- 
ciustrlal  reaion  was  subjected  to  numer- 
ous attacks,  but  owing  to  the  effective 
measures  of  defence,  only  sUcht  aucceas 
waa  attained. 

A  Oerman  official  telegram  says  that 
one  Entente  airman  returnifig  from 
Frankfort-on-the-Main  waa  forced  to 
descend  by  German  anti-aircraft  gun- 
fire, other  attacks  the  same  night  were 
directed  against  Rastatt  and  Baden- 
Baden,  causing  material  damage.  The 
telegram  then  proceeds: 

■'For  what  purpoae  the  French  make 
these  attacks  on  open  Oerman  towns  Ix 
not  clear.  In  Rastatt  there  are  no  mili- 
tary objectives  and  the  attacks  on  Tuer- 
ingen  and  Baden-Baden  can  only  be  con- 
sidered the  outcome  of  a  blind  desire 
tor  destruction.  The  sanatoria  at  Baden- 
Baden  and  the  bospltaJ  at  Tuerlngen 
contain  numerous  severely  wounded  men 
who  are   there   seeking  Vecovery. 

"Even  the  French  will  not  dare  to 
aasert  that  attacks  on  hospitals  far  be- 
hind the  front  are  of  military  neceaeltyr 
By  such  barbarity  the  will  to  persevere 
can  only  be  strengthened  among  the 
Oerman  people."

The  cabaret  Caruitos'  with  unmusi- 
cal tonsils  and  coloratura  adenoids 
will  inflict  themselvea  on  New  York 
and  the  country  at  large,  for  when 
our  darcing  dolls  and  tired  business 
voices  try  to  And  the  ranges  their 
lower  register  won't,  and  their  top 
notes  will  all  be  wild  pitches.  Uptown 
hatboys  and  waiters  will  Join  In  the 
chorus,  and,  as  birds  of  prey  have  no 
song,  they  should  help  a  lot.  Between 
the  Jazz  feet  and  the  Jazz  voices,  it 
will  be  worse  than  the  old  hoof-and- 
mouth  disease.
